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Founder of a great religion and a supposed danger to Hindu 
Dharrna were tbe excuses for the agitation. Even after the 
insult and danger were proved to be imaginary, designing 
persons repeated them and exploited them for the purpose of 
working up large numbers of ignorant men and women and 
immature youths to a pitch of unhealthy excitement in 
which they proceeded to defy the law and commit breaches 
of the peace; and even those who had originally been 
responsible :or starting this excitement found themselves 
unable to control this new development and some of them 
could not help, however unwillingly, being stampeded into 
it themselves. The prompt and effective action taken by my 
Government brought the situation under control and 
prevented its developing into inter communal rioting with 
all the risks to peace and harmony which it involves. 

Though it is unncessary to do so, let me assure all my 
beloved subjects that, in the Jammu and Kashmir State, 
there is not, there can never be, the slightest risk or danger 
to the peaceful profession or practice of any faith. 

So far as Srinagar is concerned, the agitation was 
confined to one section of Muslims. It is a matter for 
satisfaction that the Hindus of the city kept themselves 
wilJ in baud and did nothing to provoke a communal clash 
and that one considerable Muslim party bad not merely the 
good sense to keep aloof from the agitation but had the 
courage publicly to dissociate itself from it. I yield to none

“1 particularly wish to refer in this connection to a 
malicious rumour now being spread that cow-killing is 
shortly going to be permitted. This malicious rumour 
has no foundation whatever. And it has given me great 
pleasure to receive from Muslim subjects spontaneous 
condemnation of such an insinuation or any other insinuation 
likely to injure the religious susceptibilities of auy other 
community. There is no question whatever of making 
any change iu the matter.” 

To that declaration 1 adhere. 

The observations made by the Judges of the High Court 

as regards the sentence had reference obviously only to the 

facts of the case they were at the time dealing with and do 

not amount to a ruling binding either on the High Court 

itself in another case or on subordinate courts. The 

essential object, however, of punishing an offender is not to 

wreak vengeance on him but to reform his conduct in order 

to ensure that, when free again, he will not repeat the 

offence and that his punishment will prevent others from 
committing it.

Members of the Praja Sabha, you have now r completed 
three years of your existence. 1 have been watching your 
debates with interest. They have Lad a great deal of 
iiufluence on the running of the administration by my 
Government. You have important business before you 
during the coming session. 1 wish all success to your 
deliberations, and 1 have no doubt that you will bring 
to bear on the discussions that are awaiting you the 
sense ot responsibility that you owe to the., State as 
representatives of the people.

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Before I submit any facts or figures in this connec¬ 
tion, I deem it proper to state what practice prevailed 
in Poo neb with regard to services. In 1960 when there 
was a Residency in Poonch Wazirs used to come from 
British India. Formerly persons appointed as Wazirs 
of Poonch used to get Rs. 500 only. If they had been 
receiving a salary of four hundred rupees in British 
Iudia, they were paid five hundred in Poonch. In 
the same way if they had been getting Rs. 800' in 
British Iudia they would be paid a salary of eleven 
hundred rupees in Poonch in short they would be 
given a small amount as allowance in addition to their 


salaries. In this connection i ininn it is xuipunauu 
submit that npto 1979 when the income of Poonch 
ranged between twelve or fifteen lacs the Wazir’s salary 
used to be between five hundred and one thousand 
rupees. After 1979 when Wazirs began to come from 
the Statp a great increase was effected in their pays. The 
officers who are deputed by the State as Wazirs in 
Poonch have -ho status of Wazirs Wazarat here and 
they receive salaries of rupees four to five hundred. Jn 
Poonch they are paid a thousand or eleven hundred. 
I would abo submit that the present, Wazir of Poonch 
? ets a salary of rupees six hundred in the State but 
in Poonch he receives a salary of eleven hundred 
rupees. If other concessions are also taken into account 
hi? pay comes to about thirteen or fourteen hundred 
rupees. I think it important to say that after 1979 the 
income of Poonch has been decreasing and it is now 
only between nine and ten lacs. When Poonch had a 
greater income the salaries of the Wazirs were always 
x* tween five hundred and one thousand rupees I fail 
to understand how salaries of a thousand or eleven 
hundred and concessions can be justified now that there 
has been a perceptible fall in the income of Poonch.

In the same way, as I have already mentioned, the Wazir 
is enjoying, apart from his salary of eleven hundred rupees, 
same concessions also though no one can have these con¬ 
cessions as long as these have not been sanctioned by the 
Par bar. 

In the last sessions I asked a question and enquired 
from the Government the terms under which these 
concessions are being granted. In reply I was told that 
Raja Sahib had not yet enforced these rules in his Ulaoa 
1 cannot understand why these rules have not been 
enforce,! there when all laws, rules, and orders, issued 
by the Kashmir Darbar are complied with in Poonch ton 
and these rules effect the lent officers.

When we ask lot 
works of public utility the pretext of lack of funds is 
given to us. It is therefore necessary that officers of the 
State who are sent on deputation to Poonch should get 
only a deputation allowance in addition to their real 
salaries. The money saved thus should be used for the 
uplift of the people', so that their condition can improve, 

and Bis Highness* subjects. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Lul Gopal Mukerji 
Kt.): The name of His Highness should not be repeated 
in the course of a speech. The Government should be 
named instead. 

Sardar Dhian Singh : With the above words I support 
this resolution. 

Mian Ahmed Yab: This year Moulvi Mohammed Sayeed, 
Editor of the ‘‘Hamdard”, raised a voice of protest in a 
meeting of the committee against the practice of gambling 
in the Exhibition. But his was a cry in the wilderness. 
Therefore in the interests of the public, I seize this 
opportunity to give vent to our feeliugs by supporting 
this resolution which relates to public good. 

The resolution that has been moved in the House 
that lent officers who are sent on deputation to Poonch 
should receive an allowance of only ten per cent, is 
quite justified according to principle. These days in 
those provinces of British India where the Congress is in 
a majority the Premiers are receiving a salary of only 
live hundred rupees. There is no reason why in an lliaqa 
like Poonch administration should be made so very 
top-heavy. The Government ought to act uu the 
principles, we enunciate. This suggestion is practicable 
in every way. It can benefit the subjects of Poonch to a 
considerable degree. 1 will talk about Travancore 
administration, as an instance. There instead of having a 
number of Ministers they have only one Dewan, He 
receives a salary of two thousand per month. There are 
various Secretaries for the different departments. These 
receive a salary upto seven hundred rupees, and they 
carry on the administration, and Travancore is a famous 
State in India. It has a University and tne percentage 
of educated people is higher there. JNo other Indian State 
can compare with it. There is no reason why economy 
should not be thought of in a small Illaqa like Poonch 
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which is under a Jagirdar and has an income of ten 
lacs. This proposal is in the interests of the welfare of 
the public in Poonch. Keeping in view the budget of Poonch, 
1 think no one ought to oppose this resolution. 

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobex : Sir, I want to submit 
briefly that tbe Government will perhaps tell us what 
it pays here the lent officers, who come from British 
India and what, in contrast, should be the salary o:t 
those officers whose services are lent to Poonch. I think 
the idea that officers lent by the State to Poonch should 
receive the same scale of salary as received by lent 
officers from British India in the State should be given 
up. If their percentage is high it should be borne in 
mind that Poonch is a Jagir, and a part and parcel 
of the State Those officers who go from here should not 
be regarded as lent officers but as officers on deputation. 
The Wazir of Poonch should be considered to be like the 
Wazir, who may be appointed in Mir pur. There can in this 
respect, he no differentiation between Poonch and Mirpur. 
1 think in view of the resolution that has been moved in the 
House the House should ggree only to an increase of ten 
per cent. There is no better method than this. 

Wazir Ganga Ram: Sir, I submit that when the 
Premiers of U. P. and N. W. F. P. dr^w a salary of only 
fivti bundled pci moiitb e&cb tbere is no re&soji wby 
such high pays be paid in a small Jagiv like Poonch. 
1 bereiore the Wazir who is sent from here should .'et the 
same pay as he gets in the fcitate.

Even at rupees eleven hundred 
tb ? Wazir of Poonch is a cheap bargain for Poonch. Ihe 
Wazir Poonch works as the Revenue Minister, the Judge 
of the High Court, as Home Minister, and he has underi 
his control all the Departments. The Wazir has to do 
a considerable amonnt of work. Piles of all the cases 
come to him. If the High Court here decides twenty 
cases, the Wazir of Poonch also decides t>vo or three 

c a ses. 

There is auother point which X want to submit. Sardar 
Dhian Singh stated that ever since officers have been sent 
from here to Poonch, no new roads have been built, nor has 
any particular improvement taken place. 1 would submit 
that even if the salary was only five bundled then ten thousand 
iupees were spent on the construction of two miles of 
road. As against this only thirty thousand rupees have 
been used in my time for the construction of forty-five 
miles of road. 

Pandit Jia Lal Kilam : Hear, hear. 

Wazir Feroz Chand : traces in which previously people 
could not even dream of moving in cars are now accessi¬ 
ble to these vehicles The expenses have not >eeu more 
than a thousand rupees per mile. Another thing which 
1 found on taking over was that cases pending for twenty- 
five years had not yet been decided. 1 may inform my 
friends that now we have got no case there which has beeu 
pending decision for more than the last six months. I 
challenge anyone to question this. 

Mm President tThe HoiPble Sir Lal Gopal Mukerji 
Kt.): The resolution is not relating to any person. It only 
says that the pay should be reduced to ten per cent. There 
is nothing personal. 

Wazir Feroz Chand (Wazir Poonch) : If the Kashmir 
Government grants allowance to its lent officers, why 
should Poonch also not grant the same allowance to those 
officers who are sent from here. 

Mirza M. A. Beg : is theie any comparison of qualifi¬ 
cations 1 (Laughter) 

_ Wazir X i:roz Chand (Wazir Poonch): If not, the 
liaja Sahib can select his officers there. There are not 
many leut officers there. Culy recently a Chief Revenue 
Officer was appointed. But he had to be reverted. The 
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Sessions Judge has to work as District Magistrate too. 
Under these circumstances the allowance paid is not too 
much. The allowances are paid with the consent of Raja 
Sahib. With an allowance of only ten per cent, no omcei 

will go there, nor can work be carried on. 

The Hon’ble Mb. K. N. Knox (Revenue Minister) . bn , 

1 believe upto now the question of the proportion a 
should exist between various pays has not been taken n P 
in Poonch, that is, whether salaries should be fixed accord¬ 
ing to the economic condition of Poonch or according o 
the wishes of the Poonch administration I agree that it 
will be better if some proportion is fixed upon. 1 would 
therefore state on behalf of the Government that this will 
receive consideration, and a proper proportion will be set 
up. I have not had the chance of going to Poonch so tar 
But in m\ opinion an increase of ten per cent, only would not. 
suffice in the case of an officer who is sent from Srinagar 
to Poonch. Thirty per cent, ought to be given. However i 
will not give any opinion about the fixation oi proportion 
ret. But the Government will consider it, and I hope the 
resolution will be withdrawn now that this assn* a m*'' has 
been given. 


After Lunch. 

Lala Ram Lal : Sir, I believed that my resolution is 
of such a nature that it would receive support from the 
Government. I have not in auy way been convinced by 
the mild speech of the Hon’ble Revenue Minister about 
this resolution. But I can say that it has been acknow¬ 
ledged, on behalf of the Government that some principle 
should be observed in granting allowance. It is not proper 
that an officer who gets three hundred and forty-five rupees 
in the State should receive a salary of eight hundred in 

Poonch. 

The Wazir Sahib has made this a personal case. My

Prepared at a cost of thirty thousand rupees. The 
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only reason was that our budget was a satisfactory one and 
we had funds. 1 submitted at the beginning of my speech 
that we are under the Jammu and Kashmir Darbar. 
Otherwise we can get I. C. S. Officers from outside on a 
salary of Rs. 800. \Vaair Sahib stated that no Wazir got a 
salary of less than five hundred in Poonch formerly. 
Mr. Rahim Rakhsh came from British India. He was 
getting a salary of four hundred rupees there aud in Poonch 
he was given five hundred. Babu Brij Lai was getting eight 
hundred and fifty rupees in British India. In Poonch he 
was given one thousand and fifty. Be was a very capable 
man. It is a matter for surprise that officers appointed to 
ordinary posts in the State should change at once when 
they enter Poonch aud be supposed very capable. < an such 
officers not be appointed to such posts in the State ? 

I appeal to the House that the principle which I have 
placed before you, be not over-looked, i t is being said that 
ent officers who come here from British India receive 
large salaries in the State. I would like to submit that 
Poonch is an Illaqa and a part of this State. It should ujt 
be treated so badly . It has been said that if lent officers to 
Poonch be granted an ordinary allowance no one would 
be willing to go there. I do not understand w hy in that 
case we should not import very capable officers from 
British India. We have 10 pay five hundred and one 
thousand to officers who get three to six hundred in the 
State. Our budget cauuot bear this heavy burden. I 
would therefore crave for justice in this matter. With these 
words L close my speech and I hope the House will support 
my resolution. 

Mr. President (The Hou’ble Sir Lai Gopal Mukerji 
Kt.): Gentlemen, votes will be taken now, aud a new pro¬ 
cedure will be adopted in this connection. You were used to 
vote by ballot till now. Many had objections against this, 
because it could not be known who had voted for or against a 
particular resolution. Votes are taken openly in British 
India. We too will copy that method here. 

Two kiuds of lists have been printed for this purpose. 
Names ha\e been written in red on one list and in black on 
the other. The names of those who will support and vote 
for the motion will be ticked off on the red list The names 

of those who oppose the resolution will be marked on the 

list printed in black letters. The names will then be 

counted. 

There is auotber method too. Those who vote will 
stand and the possibility of the occurrence of a mistake 
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will be eliminated. The Secretary will no to each member 
and put a mai'k against his name. This method obtains in 
the Council of State in British India.

Khawaja Akbab Dar : Sir, (from the beginning Kashmir 

has been suffering destruction from lire. History shows t at 
not a year has elapsed without its outbreak of fire the 
reason is that timber is mostly used m the construction o 
houses here. It may be asked why timber is mostly used in 
the construction of houses here. The following verses abou 
Kashmiris by Khan Bahadur Mohammed Hussain Aril, a 
retired Judge of the Jammu and Kashmir High Couit, 


gives an answer to this. _ . .. 

“in reality the condition of the Kashmiris is pitiable. 
Every time they are to be found in the throes of some 
calamity. They are some times ruined by Hoods and at otheis 

by lire. Some times there is a famine, or cholera and at 

others there are earthquakes. If through fear of lire they 
build their houses of stone, earthquakes create cracks in 
all of them. If they build their houses of wood because 
of earthquakes, bazars and whole motialias are reduced 
to ashes by lire.” # . 

In olden times there could be no prevention against 
tire. But a tiro brigade was established in the time of the 
late Maharaja Pratap Singh. I dfferent lire engines and 
motors were Kept here. The result has been that while 
previously a lire would devour thousands of houses now 
hardly two or three are burnt at a time. 
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But five brigades were established only in cities and 
towns. As a result only the towns people are safe from 
fires. The Government has made no arrangements for safe¬ 
guarding the helpless and the oppressed villagers from the 
ravages of fire. These villagers till two-thirds of the 
State treasuries. There are more outbreaks of fire in the 
villages than in the towns, as houses in villages are 
roofed with dry grass. If one house in a village catches 
fire the whole village is burnt down in a short time. 
The Government is aware of three such instances. Id 1934 
three hundred houses got burnt down in village Hajan, 
Tehsil Baramulla, and in 1935 and 1936, two hundred 
houses got burnt each time in village Pfaakarpora and 
village Khan Sahib in Tehsil Bad gam. The number of 
villages in which five, ten, twenty and forty houses got 
burnt is exceedingly large. In the auturn out-breaks of fire 
rage in Kashmir like an epidemic. The Goyernment can 
cJaim that it proyides timber at concession rates for 
construction purposes to those who suffer from fire 
in the villages. But can the Government tell us 
what use this timber at concession iates is to thn«e

The villagers will themselves take 
care of it when they learn its use and its advantages. ^ n Jy 
it will be necessary that one of the officers of the already 
established fire brigade should inspect these central places 
off and on. These pumps were used in Srinagar too previ¬ 
ously. But since houses in the cities are very high the 
pumps did not prove useful. Tnese pumps will, on the 
other hand, be of very great use in the villages, where 
usually houses do not consist of more than two storeys. 

I hope that the Government will not oppose this usciul 

resolution on some pretext or the other.

I support Khawaja Akbar Bar’s resolution with a slight 

amendment. Kashmiris notorious for its fires. APersiau 

poet has said:— . 

“Both water and fire are responsible for the prosperity 

and ruin of Kashmir”. 


Sir, it is an acknowledged fact that there are more 
outbreaks of fire in rural areas than in towns. In towns the 
roofs are either covered with tin or with earth. As against 
this in rural areas the roofs are covered with grass. ^ As a 
result of this directly there is an outbreak of fire ; it 
spreads and converts every thing to ashes. My esteemed 
friend Khawaja Akbar Dar has already cited some instances 
in point In the towns the Government has made adequate 
arrangements for the prevention of outbreaks of lire. But 
it is a pity that the Government has made no such arrange¬ 
ments for zamindars w r ho contribute to fill the major portion 
of the treasuries of the State. The Government no doubt 
later on supplies these sufferers with timber at half rates for 
the construction of their houses. But timber alone can¬ 
not be the compensation for the zamindar’s loss. The 
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property and corn of the zamindar are consumed by the 
flames. Moreover the zamindar has to buy bricks and other 
necessaries. 

1 shall recollect that awe inspiring sight and perhaps I 
will always recollect ii, when in my capacity as a member 
of the Pra'ia Sabka, I visited the villages of Khan Sahib and 
Phakarpora where many magnificent houses, boxes full of 
com, and property, lay in heaps of ashes before me. The 
smoke was still rising from these heaps. 1 was sorry then 
and wished that there had been some appliance there so 
that the fire could not have become such a source oi 
devastation. 

I therefore strongly support the resolution with the 

amendment, that fire extinguishing hand pumps should be 
provided in every village instead of every •* Pat war Halqa”. 
It will not prove useful to have a pump in the Patwar Halqa 
alone. Ihe roads in rural areas are uneven, and not good. 
It will be difficult, if not impossible, to carry a hand pump 
irom village to village. I therefore end my speech and 

request the House that this important resolution be passed

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Lai Gopal Mukerji 
Kt. : Nobody else is speaking now. Government will please 
give the reply. 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur Thaeur Kartar Singh Ji 
Finance Minister): Sir, there is no denying the fact thar 
fire is a fury and it rages not only in towns but in the 
villages also. It destroys the com, property and everything 
of the poor zamindar. The main reason, as stated by Lala 
Hans Raj is that the poor villagers, due to want of sufficient 
clothing in winter, have to make use of the Kangri. Later 
on a mere spark from it becomes the very pest of their lives 
due to the timber that is used. The overturning of a Kangri 
is the destruction of a house. Keeping these facts in view 
it seems impossible and impracticable to provide these 
amenities in rural areas also. If one hand pump is kept in 
one “Patwar Halqa” the inhabitants of other villages will 
not know about it at all. There are neither telephones nor 
telegraphs there. Undoubtedly the village in which a pump 
may be kept dors stand to gain. It cannot be of any use in 
other villages. 

Khawaja Akbar Dar : When there is an outbreak of fire 
in Kashmir people from four or five villages collect in no 
time and suppress the flames. 

Rao Bahadur Thakur Kartar Singh .Ji : in rural 
areas people do not live together, in large groups. It 
there is an outbreak of fire some where in the ‘Patwar 
Halqa 1 * aud word is sent forgetting the pump all the village 
will have been consumed by flames in the meantime. 1 
believe this resolution caunot benefit the people and will 
therefore not be useful. 

Now the point is that money that may be needed for 
this purpose can be procured from, the local fund. When 
the Panchayat is a success there can be no objection. At 
present it is impossible lor the Government to supply a 
pump to every village. This amendment is therefore im¬ 
possible. If local funds be available it will be a matter of 
pleasure. The < government will have no objection to that.

unsuccessful. The zamindar has got to undergo a loss. As 
the saying goes “whatever is left by the thief becomes the 
property of the fortune-teller.” If the Police officer be not 
well disposed the zamindar may be charged under Section 
140 on the other hand. The statistics of cattle-lifting in 

Kashmir are as follows: — 

Ponies. Sheep. Goats. Cows and Oxen.

“Galawans” (cattle-lifters) live in same village of the 
Kashmir valley. But their helpers and abetters are to be 
found in every village, in many places they have established 
their strongholds. Many Lambardars, Safed-poshes and 
business men are in their*secret and help them. If at any 
time, they got into the clutches of law, their Safed-posh 
and other respectable helpers placed their innocence and are 
responsible for their release, in short a cruel group keeps 
in readiness to destroy the poor and inarticulate zamindar. 
The Government has so far not shown any strength in 
suppressing this group. In order to save the zamindar from 
this calamity a man should be appointed in every tehsil 
to mark the horse. Every circle should have its register. 
Iu this the number of the cattle and the owner’s name 
should be entered. When a horse dies or is sold entries 
shouid be made in the register. Cattle-lifters should be 
imprisoned for their first and second offence. 1 f a cattle- 
lifter is arrested for the third time, he should be exterued 
as has been done by the Government of Bombay in this 
connection. One Head constable and four constables should 
be kept in every tehsil for prevention of cattle-lifting. It 
will be their duty to tour in the rural areas and pastures 
and keep with in the bounds of law those who are known 
for cattle-lifting. With these words, having invited the 
attenion of the House, to this matter, I end my speech. I 
request the House to pass this resolution. 

Kbawaja Ali Mohammed: I support this resolution. 

The Hon’ble Home Minister: The question of cattle- 
lifting is an important one. So far as the Police is concerned 
it is, as usual, doing all for its prevention. 

It is not possible to place on duty four constables at 
some particular places, as asked by the resolution.

The Govern¬ 
ment appointed a commission on account of the cry raised 
by an influential people. The commission examined all 
papers and a good deal of money was spent. Three commis¬ 
sions examined all papers and quite a deal of money was 
spent. Three commissions two in Jammu and one in Sri¬ 
nagar were set up. AH records were examined. False certi¬ 
ficates were cancelled. People who have no right in the 
Stat* 1 had also been granted cert ideates. The certificates of 
those who had come before 1942, were not con celled. Even 
people who live in British India have got these certificates. 
There is one Chanda Singh, an inhabitant of Baramulla 
who lives in Jhelum. His record shows that he lived in 
Jhelum. Yet he has got a State-subject certificate. Manj^ 
certificates have been confirmed. Those which have been 
cancelled have been cancelled after due enquiry. 1 believe if 
we again challenge the validity of certificates and have them 
examined some more certificates will be cancelled. But that 


will be a source of great loss to the Government and great 
expenditure will have to be incurred, i would therefore say 
that tins law is qu:te justified and necessary. Laws exist in 
every province and in every country by means of which the 
local residents are offered some protection.

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Highness thoughi it fit to appoint a Tribunal of responsible 
and capable officers to decide the question of these certi¬ 
ficates. It was therefore decided that one responsible 
officer from the Revenue and one from the Judicial Depart¬ 
ment should bp the members of the Tribunal and decide 
the cases together. 

Voices: Of the Police and the Co-operative Depart¬ 
ments. 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak: So far as Kashmir is concern - 
(d two most efficient officers, one a District Magistrate and 
the other who held a post analogous to that of a District 
Judge were appointed for the purpose of this investigation* 
The officer of the Co-operative Department who has been 
reterr d to had worked for a considerable time as a Sub- 
Judge. He was taken on the commission because of the 
experience he had gained there. A Police Officer, Mr. 
Abdul Rashid has also been referred to. He has had great 
experience in investigating into and deciding matters. He 
was fit for this kind of work. So far as officers w ho were 
menib rs of the commission are concerned they were all 
men of ability and understanding. When they were 
appointed not a voice was raised against them by the 
domiciled community or anyone else. It had been clearly 
announced on the establishment of this Tribunal that the 
decisions of these commissions would be final and that no 
right of appeal would be granted. 

According to this announcement witnesses presented 
themselves regularly before the commission and had a 
complete enquiry made into their cases. Two compe tent 
officers after due investigation and enquiry have decided 
the question of these certificates. There is no reason why 
any one should now be granted the right of appeal against 
tnos^ decisions nor is there any reason to urge that after the 
lapse of two years opportunity should be granted to enable 
these people to get the previous decisions quashed through 
an appeal. If the right of citizenship is a civil right, Civil 
Courts are open to the public and everybody can cla.m the 
restoration of his rights. In these circumstances these 
people have got a way out and there is no ueed for com- 
plamt. If it is an executive matter I would submit that 
two of the best officers have jointly given these Jecisions 
and all investigations have been made There is no ueed 
to grant any more rights of redress. If this resolution is 
accepted it will contravene the announcement made by 

the Uovernmfeut. A demand of this nature is not founded 
on auy principles. With these words 1 therefore oppose 
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this resolution. 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma: Sir, I want to submit only 
two points about the subject under discussion. In his 
speech Mr. Kak has discussed personalities and individuals. 
But I would submit that personalities and individuals were 
not at all brought into the discussion when the debate 
started. It is only a matter of principle and a principle 
was oeing discussed. 

An individual wants to protect his right of citizenship 
because it is a question of his livelihood, of his business. 
If by mistake he is deprived of his ruiht, it is a matter of 
principle that he should be granted a right of appeal.

Why do we request for a rjgln of appeal ? It is because 

a first class State-subject can have facility in securing 

contracts, he can secure a contract at a concession <>■ five 

per cent. Similarly the aid that a first class State-subject 
can receive in trade, industry etc. cannot be extended to ,a 
B or C class State-subject. The A class is preferred to the 
C class in every branch of industry. It can t ecu re help 
under the Aid to Industries Regulation. It receives pre¬ 
ference in sei vices too. In Agriculture also A an : B classes 
alone are helped. The C class can secure no such aid. It 
there is a famine or some other calamity, Taqqavi loans are 
advanced only to A class and not to the B aud C classes. 

Justice therefore demands that the right of appeal 
should be given to those whose State-subject certificates 
have been cancelled so that they can make their submissions 
to the Revenue Minister or before the High Court as the 
case may be and if facts show that there has been sum 
injustice it may be removed. My learned friend Mi. 
has stated that those who believe that there has been an 
injustice in their case have got a way of getting it removed. 
They caD file a declaratory suit. 1 believe that he said so 
because he knows full well that it is a tedious procedure. I 

would submit that a notice of four months has to be given 

to the Hon’ble Judicial Minister in such a case. After four 
months one can file a suit. Court-fee has to be paid. 
Witnesses have to be produced. At ter tbis, the decision is 
given. This suggestion for granting a right of appeal has 
therefore been made to avoid a tedious procedure. Or¬ 
dinarily such cases would go to the High Court and end 
in a division bench and this matter would be settled once 
for all. The people would then have no cause for com¬ 
plaint. In such cases to avoid tedious procedure an appeal 
on a two rupee stamped paper would be filed. The appel¬ 
lants would also be satisfied and all the doubts that aie 
current about the commission of enquiry would be dispelled 
once for all I am not concerned now with tbe point 
whether the decisions of the commissions were correct or 
incorrect, nor about the efficiency of the members of the 
commission nor how many of them wore law-knowing men. 
j wou 1 d submit that if we take the instance of some 
civilized country, particularly from amongst those where 
education is common in such matters, it will be found 
that the method there is quite different from ours. 
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In England the practice is that if a person supplies 
information about a Nationalization Certificate, the case 
is filed with a judge of the High Court and not with 
a Superintendent of Police as is the case here and only 
that a judge of the High Court can hear the case. 
This judge has a standing Judicial experience of twenty 
years. An investigation is then started according to the 
information supplied. Due enquiry is made into the certi 
ficate which had been issued. If on investigation the certi¬ 
ficate turns out to be a correct one the Judge High Court 
confirms it by his decision. If the certificate be incorrect 
or is proved false the Secretary of State for India ora 
member of the Privy Council issues a notice against the 
person in whose name a certificate has been issued to show

I know that in these matters eertain communities 
are excited as they find a State-subject question being 
raised. But it is important to consider how injured are the 
feelings of a person whose means of livelihood a ’e snatched 
away from him and his State-subject certificate is can¬ 
celled. We should also consider what an adverse effect 
this has on public opinion. 

Lala Hans Raj : Sir, I think that this question has 
been carefully considered even before it was raised in this 
House. After consultation an intrigue has been set afooi 
to somehow take the corpse out of its grave. 1 do not want 
to say anything in opposition to this resolution. But 1 re¬ 
member well how this question arose and how for our benefit 
it was brought on Statute Book. His Bisrhness the Maharaja 
Bahadur discussed this question for a long time and after 
mature consideration the principles were laid down for the 
Committee and the question was referred to them after due 
consideration. For two years the matter remained under 
discussion and investigations were made and no omission 
occurred. Time was allowed for the producing of witnesses. 
People were given a good opportunity for adducing evidence. 
The certificates of some people have been cancelled. If they 
are now given the right of appeal it will be like taking dead 
bodies out of their grav* s and there will be the same confu¬ 
sion once again that prevailed before these committees had 
been set up. .Much time will be wasted. People will be 
ruined. Thousands of rupees were spent in paying bribes 
last time and false certificates were secured. 

Mr. President (l'he Bon’ble Sir Lai Go pal Mukerji 
Kt.): The point under consideration now is whether an appeal 
should lie against the decisions of the commission. Nothing 
else need be discussed. 

Lala Bans Raj : I would submit that there should be no 
right of appeal, review or revision application. 

Mirza Mohammad Afzal Beg: Sir, after the speeches 
that have been made by one or two gentlemen here I did not 
ieel any necessity of throwing any more light on this ques¬ 
tion. But it is necessary to reply briefly to the speech made 
by Mr. Kak, 1 think that during the course of discussion he 
could easily have avoided saying what he gave expression to. 
He could have discussed the subject from his point of view. 
He stated that the State appointed a Tribunal of the most 
competent men and according to him the right of appeal 
should not be granted in this case. Whatever may be his 
view point 1 do not agree with it. 1 think no one can deny 
that when a Judicial Tribunal gives a decision the aggrieved 
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carriage of justice and justice demanded that, under such 
circumstances j wherever there be a likelihood of any injustice 
being done, it would be unjust to put impediments in the 
way "of the right of appeal. The Hon’ble Prime Minister 
rot’the right of appeal recognized by the Council but latter 
on it is not known how these persons who are opposing the 
resolution now got that order cancelled. Though the 
Council had decided in favour of the right of appeal, I 
would submit that this right of appeal was granted in the 
ca^e of only those certificates which were being investigated 
by the commission. My friend Sardar Kanhaya Singh 
referred to a newspaper article by Sardar Tara Singh. He 
said that State service is beggary. Since for State service 
one should be a first class State-subject, therefore these 
people do not attend to trade though trade also is a source of 
profit. They have not beeD advised to take to trade. The 
reason advanced was in fact an appeal by .Sardar Sahib in 
our support, advising these people against opposition. I 
remember that the late Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai, a great 
man in the State and a very capable Judicial Minister and 
Chief Justice, whenever he made a mistake, would, on being 
convinced of it, atonce admit even in this House and would 
then rectify the mistake. When men like the late Sir 
Barjor could make mistakes 1 do not see how mistakes 
may not be committed by a commission whose members are 
police and military officers. It is quite an ordinary thing 
tor such men to make a mistake. Many times news about 
the wrong decisions of the commission were published in 
the papers. My esteemed, friend, the mover of the 
resolution, has moved a suitable resolution, it is the 
moral duty of the Government to take action against an 
injustice that may have done to people. I would submit to 
the Hon’ble Prime Minister that his justice is being talked 
of in every corner of the State. We are therefore confident 
that in this matter too he will find out some means of doing 
justice to the downtrodden and he will help the people in 
securing their right of appeal. My friend Pandit Lok Nath 
Sharma has rightly remarked that even ip an ordinary law 
suit worth fifteen or twenty rupees, the unsuccessful party 
has a right of appeal. For those however who had been 
receiving a monthly salary of three to four hundred rupees 
and are deprived of their means of their livelihood for all 
their life, there is no right of appeal, This is not justice. 
My worthy friend General Sahib, also says that an aggrieved 
party should have the right of appeal. I have therefore to 
see wuat he has to say in support of this resolution. I do 
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not know why the Government is afraid. If some body has 
been bnldstly treated there is no reason why Ins Appeal 
may not be successful The doors of the Government 
should remain open so that if any one is treated m 1 ;justly h 
mayTeceive justice. I would strongly say that thei oinh 
bean announcement from the Government in favour ot 
our right of appeal.'

For the future the following instructions are 
issued for the guidance of Heads of Offices who will be held 
personally responsible for their strict observance : ~

c) In the case of compensation pension the reasons 
which made it impossible to provide a suitable employment for 
the official in terms of Article 208 Kashmir Service Regulation 
should be stated opposite the 4th entry on the 3rd page of pension 
application, and a memo showing the saving effected by abolition 
of the appointment in terms of article 210 Kashmir Service Regu¬ 
lation attached to the pension case. 

(0 In the case of invalid pension a medical certificate 
in the form prescribed by Article 2!9 Kashmir Service Regulation 
should accompany the papers. 

4. Special care will have to be taken in the case 
of invalid or retiring pension. The Officer will generally 
give sufficient notice in the case of retiring pension for the 
preparation of papers beforehand which should be undertaken 
on the above lines. For invalid pension the case may have to be 
prepared at short notice. In this case also, however, difficulty 
can arise only if the record of services is not in proper order. 
All Heads of Offices, therefore, should make it a point to keep 
this record upto date. Service Books are maintained for all 
officers whether in superior or inferior service. These service 
books should be brought upto date every month by the Head 
of Office and if the bo:ks are actually in the custody of a subordi¬ 
nate officer,,the Head ot Office should get a monthly report of 
their having been posted upto date. All service books in hand 
should be examined to see that they give a complete and 

continuous record and action taken beforehand to fill up gaps

could not remain an agriculturist any longer, so that only those 

persons were declared as agriculturists who depended on 

agriculture in the real sense. This interpretation can be further

Besides this other concession was provided that if a person 
changes his profession temporarily and takes to State service 



1 earns his livelihood. Ths intention 
every individual can follow any 
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independent profession but in framing the definition under the 
new rules, the occupation of the classes and not of the 
families and the individual has been taken into consideration 
and this practice is quite contrary to the past traditions. This 
has deprived the real agriculturists whose chief source of 
livelihood is agriculture, of the concessions that they would 
otherwise enjoy under the Relief Regulation. This defeats the 
object which led to the enactment of the said Regulation. The Act 
did not intend to make any distinction between Hindu and Muslim 
subjects but the law was intended to be applicable to all 
irrespective of any caste or creed. The practice that is followed 
at present runs counter to the aims and objects of the Law 
and the principles of justice. It is natural that every body 
follows a profession of his own. If a man is goldsmith and 
earns his livelihood by following that profession hts son may 
be an agriculturist. It is therefore absolutely wrong to deter¬ 
mine the profession of a son by that of his father.

I would submit that all those 
persons who fall within the purview of the definition of being an 
agriculturist should be declared as agriculturists so that the land 
Alienation Regulation may be enforced in the real sense of the 
term.

Lala Amar Nath Kohli: Many questions relating to the 
resolution moved by my friend L. Shiv Nath Nanda, were asked 
in the previous session of the Praja Sabha requesting the Govern¬ 
ment to include in the list of the agricultural classes persons who 
mainly depend on agriculture and an assurance was given by the 
Government to the effect that if it is proved that such and such 
person depends chiefly on agriculture then he would be included 
in the list of the agricultural classes. It is with this object in 
view that the resolution has been moved that a Commission should 
be appointed which a 4 ter holding an enquiry may declare those 
people as agriculturists who depend mainly upon agriculture. 
The object of enforcing the Alienation of Land Regulation of 
1972 Bikrami was to save the land of the small proprietors from 
being transferred to the big land holders and at that time the

safeguarding the interests of those who depend 
agriculture was specially kept in view. But in 
Vlahajans and the Khatries were not included in 
agricultural classes except those who had obtained 
of being hereditary agriculturists prior to the yeir 1931 Bikrami. 

The object of framing this law was that the lands of the 
small proprietors should remain in their possession. But the 
members of the agricultural classes are provided with every kind' 
of facilities. If they do not cultivate themselves, they can 
take to Government service, earn lacs of rupees and can 
purchase lands. They are free to do anything and no restriction 
has been proposed upon them but in the case of the Mahajans 
and Khatries, such restriction has been imposed to the effect

Lala Amar Nath Kohli : I just want to say what has been 
the result of all this. These big land-lords have acquired by 
mortgage the lands of small proprietors at low prices and besides 
they do not cultivate themselves. The act which is at present in 
force does not fulfil the object for which it was intended. The 
reason for declaring the Khatri community as non-agriculfural one 
is due to the fact that at the time of making amendment in this 
Regulation in 1990, no member from the Khatri or Mahajan 
community was either in power or wielded any influence with the 
result that twenty thousand Khatries were declared as non-agricul¬ 
turists. Out of thirty eight lacs, sixty thousand on'y were 
declared as non-agriculturists. It is not reqeusted to include these 
sixty thousand but only those who mainly depend upon agriculture. 
Therefore I support Mr. Nanda’s resolution. 


Lala Hans Kaj : Sir, I think by moving the resoltution Lala 
Shiv \ath Nanda has done no good. 1 want to submit that safe¬ 
guards are necessary in every case. It is a principle of the Shastras 
that one should adopt himself according to the circumstances and 
following this very principle I would submit that if this resolution 
is taken into consideration at this time, it cannot serve anv useful 
purpose.

Therefore their demands 
should be taken into consideration and the Government should not 
of|jer oppositior to^he question of the appointment of a Commis¬ 
sion. W hen this Regulation was enforced in Toonch, the Sheikh 
Community was declared as agricultural community. What an 
impropriety is there in the fact that if the Mahajans convert 
themselves to Sheikhs, t ey would be regarded as agriculturists. 

I do not understand the reason for disregarding the injunction of 
Manu to the effect that the Vaishas should take to agriculture, I 
would, therefore, request the government to appoint a commission 
and not pass an cx-parte judgment. 

Lala Hans Raj has said that the Mahajans and Khatries 
were doing bad deeds but my submission is that no other communi¬ 
ty is free from such things. Therefore the Government should not 
oppose the appointment of a Commission.

It has been stated in this House that the 
Khatri community should he declared as agricultural class. What 
I have gathered from my experience is that the Khatries and 
Mahajans inhabiting this country are generally traders and money¬ 
lenders. I would like to make it clear before the House that the 
zamindars have grown utterly sick of the Sahukars and the Govern¬ 
ment are to a great extent responsible for all this. It is not that 
all the Khatries are dangerous but most of them like the other 
Sahukars are dangerous. I wou’d submit to all those members who 
profess to be the represent!tives of the zamindars that 
the enemy is very clever and active and is slowly marching to 
their r i i > and is threatening to swallow up the rights and interests 
of the zamindars. Therefore thev should also be alert. There is

The Hon’ble Mr. K. N. Knox : Sir, I thought that there 
was very little difference of opinion about the resolution which has 
been moved. They want that the Khatries should be declared as 
agriculturists and this Regulation should be repealed. There is 
a difference of opinion. In my opinion these people should not 
be declared as agriculturists (Cheers). Their indention is that by 
their being de^ared as agriculturists they would be able to purchase 
lands of the zamindars. When the application was presented to 
me, I asked the assamis as to whether by declaring them agri¬ 
culturists, the price of the land will be lowered. T told them 
the Governor will make an enquiry and if the Governor is con¬ 
vinced that these classes are agriculturists from the beginning, 
will help in every possible way. Put if it is not proved in that 
case, I am not prepared to help them. The Government has every 
right to declare any person or class as agriculturists or non-agri¬ 
culturist. . . 

Besides what else do you want ? 1 o you want a Commission 
or you want simply to raise objections ? If it is proved that they 
are agriculturists, then perhaps the Commission may be needed. 
But you have stated that such and such Khatries owns 20 or 
30 thousand kanals of land but you have not stated as to whether 
they are the owners of that land from the beginning or they have 
purchased it from the agriculturists. This too has not been stated 
as to whether they cultivate themselves or get it cultivated by other 
zamindars. (Cheers). It is a difficult matter to declare those as 
agriculturists who do not cultivate land themselves. If the Maha- 
jans and Khatries prove that they cultivate land with their own 
hands or that they are in fact agriculturists and therefore they 
should be declared as agriculturist, then F think the Government 
will have no objection. But it is impossible for the Government 
to accept this resolution. If large number of Khatries are declared 
as agriculturists even then this regulation will remain in force. Jn 
the presence of this Regulation such a resolution should not be 
moved. would be advisable if this resolution is withdrawn, 
therefore, I stropgly oppose this resolution. (Cheers).

A community can be said to be following that profession 
which is adopted by the majority of its members. If there are 
a few persons in the Khatri community who are following the 
agricultural profession or are discharging the duties of Lambar hr 
or Zaildars, then on this ground the community as a whole cannot 
be declared as agricultural community. I think the mover or the 
supporters of this resolution cannot cite any example that such 
and such Khatri hss cultivated the land himself or worked in the 
field. I think none would, however, see such a thing. Even the 
big officers of the State who held responsible posts in the Revenue 
Department and have an experience of more than forty years 
would have seen any shop keeper cultivating the land with his own 
hands or even taken the plough in his hand. My friend Mr. Nanda 
has stated that there is a large number of such Khatries who depend 
chiefly on agriculture and cultivate land with their own hands. 
My submission is that there is no such Khatri who is taking to 
agricultural occupation. The Khatries cannot put up with this 
difficulty of going to the fields, cultivating land and earning their 
livelihood with the sweat of their brow. On the other hand he 
sits comfortably on his shop, purchases grains at cheaper rates and 
sells it at higher rates and thus can reap much benefit in suite 
of the fact that the law is in force at present. Under these 
circumstances if this resolution is accepted, it will amount to 
entrusting a lamb to a wolf.. 

Sardar Hari Singh : The object of the reso^tion is this

Therefore in 
my opinion the appointment of a commission will not be advisable. 

Sakdah Kanhaya Singh : Sir, the wordings of the resolu¬ 
tion of the mover are that a commission should be appointed 
which may hold an inquiry to the effect that those Khatries who 
mainly depend on agriculture should be declared as agriculturists. 
By enquiry he loes not mean that a commission be appointee: 
for those persons who depend mainly on agriculture. But that 
is not the case. If it is accepted then to-day a commission will 
have to be appointed for the Khatries and after this for the Maha- 
jans, and similarly for the Sikhs and Muslims also, because many 
of them are non-agriculturists and thus this matter will never 
come to an end, as has been stated by General Sahib that this 
matter will be prolonged. It has been stated in the House and 
it is provided in the present Regulation that if anybody in any 
community has been declared as agriculturist, he can, by furnish¬ 
ing proof, be declared an agriculturist. If the Government makes 
it clear that they would declare as agriculturists all persons who 
are taking to agriculture and depend mainly on agriculture ex¬ 
cept the money lenders, it will be the best thing, especially when 
there is a provision in the Regulation that anybody who wants 
to be declared an agriculturist, should furnish proof to that effect. 
Thus the result of recommending the appointment of a Commis¬ 
sion to the Council will be that this will pave a way for every 
class to demand the appointment of a commission, therefore, in 
this matter, I agree with General Janaksingh.

It was stated that forests were a great treasure of 
the Government and it was decided that zamindars living in the 
villages adjoining the forests may be permitted to take wood for 
1 h r i r personal u- and ruder help to the Forest 1 'epariment instead 
in case of emergency. As a result of it Forest Regulation No. 2 
was published. This concession was limited to persons residing 
within three miles from the forest area and it was incumbent on 
them to help the Forest Department in lieu of this concession. For 
example, in case of fire, they were bound to extinguish it. 
Afterwards in 1933, instead of three miles the concession was 
extended to five miles area. So far as my knowledge goes, no 
particular concession is given to public at large in other places. 

If it be admitted for a short while that concession is extended 
upto ten miles, even then it could be practicable. But in case the 
concession is extended upto twenty miles, then forests will suffer 
a huge loss. The Forest contractors will take undue advantage of 
is concession.

Major Mirza Atta Mohammed Khan : My submission is 
that in view of these circumstances the zamindars may be allow¬ 
ed the opportunity of enjoying this concession. The zamindars 
after undergoing a lot of trouble get wood even when they are 
within three miles from the forest area. This is a very useful 
resolution. The Government would not have to suffer by its accept¬ 
ance. In case of fire, it is the zamindars o. the neighbouring 
villages who arrive at the spot and extinguish it. So the Govern¬ 
ment would not suffer by allowing the zamindars to get wood from 
the forests. Since this resolution will prove very beneficial for 
the poor agriculturists it may be passed. 

Pandit Govind Ram Kabu : What I want to submit in 

favour of this resolution is that exceptions are made even in the 
concession which is extended to the zamindars living within three 
or five miles only to obtain wood. This concession is limited 
only to those who are within three or five miles whereas in case 
of fire people from 15 miles distance are sent for to extinguish 
it, although they are not allowed to avail of this concession. 
Besides this concession is not extended to those who are within 
the notified area, Town area or Municipal boundaries. If they 
happen to be within any of these areas they are deprived o this 
concession, probably this concession is reserved for the zamindars 
because they are regarded as the backbone of the Government. 
This would have been very nice but this concession is restrict i 

to very few zamindars. Even this fact is ignored that in case

In our State such a heavy duty on salt has been imposed that 
there are many a people who have to do without it. It is very 
dear here. If it is sold 16 seers for a rupee outside the State, it 
is sold at the rate of not more than 6 or 8 seers in the State, In 
the mofussils-places that are far away from the centre, such as 
Karnah etc., there it is sold four seers a rupee. The people 
nowhere can have love and loyal regard for thier country unless 
they can avail of such petty facilities. \\ hen such heavy duty on 
an item like salt has been imposed how can the people continue 
then sincerity towards their * >overnment. 

The problem presented by the learned mover is before the 
congress too. The importance that was attached by the poli¬ 
tical leadeis to the Salt Movement in India ia well known to every 
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body. If this resolution were accepted and tax on salt were 
abolished quite a majority of the subjects will feel indebted to 
the Government. Therefore I support this resolution.

Lala I Ians Raj (Jammu Wazarat :Hindus : I strongly sup¬ 
port this resolution with the submission that for the last twenty five 
years that lllaqa has been ruined by the denudation of land, and 
thousands of ghamoons of land have been devastated. The Hon’ble 
Revenue Minister is aware of cases which show that the people have 
lost lacs of rupees owing to the denudation of land. Land worth 
eight lacs of rupees has been washed away. In the year 1935 
houses worth one lac of rupees were ruined. During the last 
nine years the damage has been on the increase but no proposal, 
has so far, been made about it. It is two years now that the late 
Prime Minister stated openly that as this was an important matter 
he would soon take in hand and spend any amount from one to 
ten lacs on it. ' le further stated that if the State had no money 
he would borrow it and complete this work. 

Major General Rao Bahadur Tbakur Janak Singh Ji 
(State -.Councillor) : It was not stated about this but about the 
raising of bunds. 

Lala Hans Raj : Sir, it was said about the protection of 
lands from the denudation. I support the Hon'ble Revenue 
Minister’s resolution about the denudation of land and submit that 
the committee shall have to tour many Illaqas especially those areas 
which have been ruined by denudation of land. This evil has 
gained so much strength that the people have been deprived of 
every inch of land. We had already raised a question for an in¬ 
quiry mto the erosions. It is fortunate that the hon’ble Revenue 
1 mister has issued orders for the appointment of a committee. It 
would,be tt er y bmd to adopt measures to protect the land of the 
zamindars from erosions and confer a benefit upon them.

“in consideration of ttie present condition of the silk market the Praja Sabha 
resolves that payment for mulberry leaves should be postponed for the present 0 . 

The Hon'ble Mr. K. N. Knox : Sir, the Hon’ble members 
must remember that it is a year now that my learned /riend the 
Major Sahib moved a resolution which was accepted by the i iovern- 
ment. 1 he resolution recommended the grant of compensation to 
the zamindars for their mulberry leaves. At first I referred this 
matter to the Council and then called an informal committee to 

L * 

which 1 explained all the difficulties that would arise in enforcing 
tin* resolution, 1 he most important difficulty is that the silk in¬ 
dustry does not yield so much profit, as would enable us to pay for 
the mulberry leaves. The hon’ble members know that, at present, 
the industry is running at a heavy loss and silk trade is not profit¬ 
able. Even in other countries the silk factories are running at 
loss. How can we hope for success in Kashmir when those count¬ 
ries have not been successful. In the past the industry yielded an 
annual profit of fifty or twenty five lakhs to the State in the days 
of prosperity. During the last five or seven years it has yielded 
no profit, but has on the ether hand been running at a loss. In 
one year the loss amounted to two or three lakhs of rupees, in an¬ 
other to fifty thousand and in a third to one lakh. The State has, 
so far borne this loss. The market has improved a little, and it 
is hoped that some profit will accrue this year. We do not know, 
for certain, what the profit will be, but it is thought that it will ap¬ 
proximate to fifty or sixty thousand, but not more. At the time 
when the industry was running at loss tfie Government reduced 
the staff, and also their salaries by to pqr cent. The wages of the 
labourers were also reduced, but the ratio was different. For the 
silk-rearers who brought the cocoons from outside a reduction of 
40 per cent, was proposed. I he Government promised that when 
the industry would yield a profit the Labourers would be paid full 
wages, and the zamindars full price for the leaves. So far the pro¬ 
fits have not been sufficient to implement the promise, and if at pre¬ 
sent the Government begin to pay the zamindars for the 
leaves, the\ shall have to close tfie factory at Jammu. I cannot 
say anything about Kashmir. If the loss, that Has accrued for the 
last rive or seven years, continues, it is not known what will happen. 

The resolution, that I have put before the House, has been 
accepted unanimously by the commtitee. Keeping the conditions 
of the market in view, the House I hope, would pass it, and pay¬ 
ment for leaves should be postponed .

sion of revenue for areas under the shadow of mulberry leaves. 
The committee unanimously agreed that the land revenue of areas, 
under the shadow of mulberry leaves, should be remitted, so that 
the zamindars may get some relief. 

Rules do not permit the zamindars to preserve their trees at 
will. This being the case, the zamindars cannot derive any benefit 
from the area under the shadow of the trees. It is therefore neces¬ 
sary that the revenue of such areas should be remitted. Unfortu¬ 
nately the revenue was not remitted in most of the lllaqas, owing 
to some errors in the preliminary settlement. This suggestion, 
whi< i the Ilon’ble Revenue Minister made to the committee, was 
very sound. On consideration, the committee decided that the 
revenue ot areas, under the shadow of mulberry leaves, should be 
remitted. However, in the interests of the city labourers, the

Mr. K. N. Knox (The Hon’ble Revenue Minister) : Sir, in 
the very begining I stated in clear terms that the Government is 
ixrepared to remit the revenue of land under the mulberry trees and 
the crops damaged by their shadow. But there was a diherence 
of opinion on this point among those, who were consulted. Most 
of the members emphasized the fact that land revenue shoukl be 
remitted. Therefore a resolution on that subject was put up at 
first. Subsequently it was stated that if the Government remit the 
land revenue, it would make very little difference in Kashmir. 
Orders for the remission of land revenue for areas under shadow 
exist in the settlement office, but have not been carried out. Jammu 
province has benefited a little. The Government is prepared to 
remit this revenue. 

Another point pressed by the Hon’ble members is that the 
period, for which the payment is to be postponed, has i -t been 
fixed. The persons whom 1 consulted on this point stated that the 
Government could not be bound about it. Who knows how long 
the present condition of the Silk Market will continue. There 
may be such a revival in four years time, that the industry may 
succeed again. 

Besides 1 did not lay any emphasis on the payment of price 
for mulberry leaves, because l am of opinion that it will give rise 
to some difficulties. If the Government decalre that owners op 
mulberry trees can recover price for the leaves, it will necessarily 
lead to a great row and the poor people will suffer. It has just 
been stated that every owner will get a few pice. V\ dl tins not 
have a bad effect? When the silk trade improves the difficulties 
of the zamindars will be taken into consideration. T e present 
condition of the market does not permit the matter being considerei , 

especially when there is no money. 

Mian Ahmed Yar : Will the cocoon-rearers be paid at the 

old rates ? 

The Hon’Bee Mr. K. N, Knox : 1 have said that the 
matter is under consideration of the Government. The accounts 
of the Department will be audited this year and we shall see how 
much profit will accrue and how far It will permit the labourers and 
cocoon-rearers being paid at the old rates. 1 assure the House 
that the matter will not be put off to the next year, and we shall 
begin to take action this year. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Lai Gopal Mukerji Kt.) :

Any per¬ 
son using Wireless Apparatus in British India without permis¬ 
sion has to obtain a license for the same. It is highly essential ro 
control the Wireless Apparatus in this State as is done in British 
India. With this object in view it is proposed to enforce, in this 
State, a law on the lines of the British Indian Law, under which 
rules will be framed when necessity arises, for controlling the use 
of wireless apparatus. According to these rules, licenses will be 
granted on prescribed fees for the import, possession and use of 
Wireless telegraphy and broadcasting apparatus. The posses¬ 
sion of such apparatus, without a license will be made penal. The 
!T, L r t, possession and use of Wifeless Apparatus will he con¬ 
trolled under these rules. This will also yield some revenue to

Pandit Amar Nath Kak : A study of this bill shows that its 
main purpose is the imposition of the license fee. It has not been 
touched so that we could express any opinion about it.

A Voice : It is not "Court”. It is Magistrate. 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak : It has not been stated which 
magistrate is meant — ist class, 2nd class or 3rd class. 

A Voice : Or a District Magistrate. 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak : Or Honorary Magistrate. 

So long as the bill is not referred to a Select Committee, jt 
will remain incomplete and there will always be disputes. Diffi¬ 
culties will arise and necessitate amendments every now and then. 
Similarly wherever searches have been mentioned, no boundaries 
have been specified. It has also not been stated under what cir¬ 
cumstances such searches are to be conducted. These and other 
matters require explanation and improvement. It is therefore 
necessary that the bill be referred to a Select Committee. 

Mr. M. A. Beg : The Bill has been drafted so harriedly that 
even a cursory view reveals its defects. There are many ommis- 
sions in the bill and from the legal point of view it is incomplete. 
Therefore I support Mr. Kak’s motion and dose my speech. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : Mr. Kak wants the bill to be refer¬ 
red to a Select Committee. Hon’ble the Home Minister also 
desires that the bill should be passed in this session. The 
Select Committee can meet on off-Jays, consider the bill and sub¬ 
mit its report soon.

principle that has prompted this bill. Before Regulation 
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No. I of 1 99 1 was promulgated 3.11 powers ot legislation were ves¬ 
ted in His Highness the Maharaja Bahadur. Under the Consiti- 
tution His Highness has been pleased to delegate some of the 
powers to the Council of Ministers and the Praja Sabha and in 
compliance with His Highness Commands such rases as are re¬ 
served under Section (7) are not submitted to the Council but or¬ 
ders on them are obtained direct from H is Highness. All Regu¬ 
lations and Rules promulgamated before 1991, have the force of 
law and the expressions that are sought to be explained through 
this bill have been used in the Said Regulations to enable His 
Highness to exercise powers with regard to certain matters and 
to promuiagate some rules. As these powers can now be wielded 
by the Council under Regulation No. I. this bill has been placed 
before the Praja Sabha with that object in view. 

Section 2 of the Gambling Regulation may be cited as an exa¬ 
mple. The section provides that His Highness may extend this 
Regulation to any part of the State but under Regulation No. I 
this can be done by the Council, (t is to explain these matters 
and to achieve this object that the bill has been moved It may 
be taken into consideration. 

Pandit Lok Nath Shakma : Sir, it is for the first time that 
as a State Councillor, I am opposing the Government. The op¬ 
position is due to my sense of loyalty to His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja Bahadur oecause I understand that this bill attempts 
to define the powers of His Idighness. There appears to be 
some dispute between His ! lighness and the Council on this 
point. It would have been quite different if the Judicial Secretary 
had seen which of the Regulations need amendments. You will 
see, Sir, that the bill which is being placed before us in the shape 
of a Regulation, cannot be supported. How according to what 
Mr, Sharma says, has the Council been invested with powers under 
any Regulation. So far as the personality of His Highness goes, 
we cannot refer to it in the House and this bill, which is being in- 
troduced by the Government is subject to the restrictfons, 
imposed on private bills. Sir, if you refer to Section 7 , you will 
find it clearly staled that measures affecting the powers of His 
Highness cannot he introduced in this House. Even if the bill is 

passed, it will lead to a conflict between the powers of His High- 
ness and the Council. 

J c 'ibmit Sir that under the Criminal Procedure Code, His 
Highness is competent to confirm death sentence. If Mr. Sharma’s

It 
was because of that that a few days back, the Council declared that 
under Section 23 it had no right to interfere. If Mr. Sharma's

Council so far. The Gambling Regulation is being cited as an in¬ 
stance, in disregard of these facts, with the expectation that we shall 
accept it readily.

In this bill our attention has been drawn to that part 
of these Regulations where the words “His Highness” have been 
used which, it is proposed, will now be substituted by the word 
“Council”. It has therefore been called die I interpretation Regu¬ 
lation. Out of deference the words “His Highness” have 
apparently been retained, but, in reality it has been directed that 
they should be taken to mean ‘Council'. If we go deep into the 
meaning of this amendment, we shall find that our State is much 
in advance of the Indian Constitution, and the British Constitu¬ 
tor!. Even in the l-overnment of India Act, there are provisions 
such as “Governor General in discretion” and “in personal dis¬ 
cretion”. Similarly we have got he prerogative of the kind in tre 
British Constitution, but wherever there is such provision in the 
State, it is being attempted to transfer the prerogative to the Coun¬ 
cil. Though the Statement of Objects and Reasons contains a 
reference to four Regulations only, but a study of Section 2 shows 
that the bill will apply to all Regulations. If the Government 
jctually feel some difficulty in the application of any particular 
Regulations, they should have presented the names of all the Regu¬ 
lations, in which these words are used and amendment is necessary, 
in the form of a schedule, so that we could see whether any chai)g£ 
is called for or not. Reference has been made to two or three 
Regulations and we have been asked to read ‘Council’ for “His 
Highness” in all the Regulations enforced before and after the 
Regulation- The intention, probably, is that all powers should 
be wielded by the Council. The words ‘Council’ and “His High¬ 
ness” are not synonymous, having the same meaning. 

The definition is :— 

His Highness” means His Highness the Maharaja 
Bahadur of Jammu and Kashmir, and 'Council” means the 1 'oun- 
c il of Ministers of Jammu and Kashmir hereinafter referred to, 
It is clear from this that “His Highness” is a separate entity. If 
the bill is accepted, the position will be anamolous, because His 
Highness shall not have a sepatrate entity, it was not therefore 
proper to take up such a bill. In ajl the proposed Regulations, the 
words “His Highness” are to be taken to mean “Council”. 

Mr. Sharma has drawn the attention of the House to the High 
Court Constitution. 1 had given notice of a bill to change the 
constitution, d he bill proposed the provision of a i 'rivy Council 
in the laws of the State. Permission tq introduce the bjH was re¬ 
fused to me on the ground that I 1 is Highness alone was compe¬ 
tent to cl ange the High Court Constitution, and the Council could 
do nothing ii ‘he matter. Tn the previous session I tabled a reso¬ 
lution about it and though it was admitted I could not move it in 
the House. 1 his year I gave notice of a similar resolution again, 
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but was told that the Hon’ble President had rejected it, because 
the Council has no right to consider such resolutions. It is thus 
clear that the Praja babha cannot consider any of the Sections of 
the High Court Constitution from Sections i to 25, because the 
constitution has been laid down by His Highness himself, and 
contains provisions of Royal preprogative. Section 3 or 4 of the 
constitution provides that judges of the High Court will be ap¬ 
pointed by His Highness and shall continue their services during 
the pleasure of His Highness. If the bill is passed, we shall have 
to read “Council” for “His Highness”. Similarly other powers 
of His Highness will be transferred to the Council I have seen 
other Regulations also, which have the force of law and in which 
the proposed change will mean the vesting of the sovereign powers 
of His Highness in the Executive Council. Has His Highness 
agreed to the transfer of his powers to the Council ? Has he agreed 
to even the Royal prerogative being used by the Council, and he 
being reduced to a non-entity? As a representative of a com¬ 
munity, 1 submit that this is not a step in the right direction. It 
would have been better to annex to this bill a schedule of all the 
Regulations, wherein the amendment is needed. As it is, we 
lave been kept in the dark, and a sweeping amendment is proposed. 
From the peoples’ point of view this bill is not commendable. If 
it were suggested to transfer these rights to the Assembly, and 
let matters, powers with regard to which are vested in His High¬ 
ness under different Regulations, to be considered first by the As¬ 
sembly and then submitted to the < 'ouncil, the proposition would 
have been worth consideration from the peoples’ point of view.

Sir, 1 want to invite your attention to two facts. All laws 
that are in force in tine State, affect the people. The Assembly 
has been c >nstituted so that its members may inform the people as 
to which ot the laws are beneficial for them and which are harmful. 

Mr. Kak has given a complete explanation of this bill in his 
speech. It is evident from it that an attempt is being made to de¬ 
tract from the prerogative and powers of His Highness, 
i .;vr Itrwould have been proper to bring this bill before the House 
after an extensive inquiry'. 1 therefore oppose it strongly. 

Pandit Jia Lal Kilam : I want to raise a point of order, 
Sir. 1 he bill, that is before the House, cannot be introduced 
under the constitution. The law on the subject is contained in 
Section 7 of Regulation No. I of 1991, which runs as :— 

I he following subjects shall be deemed to be reserved from 
this Regulation and it shall not be lawful for the Council or the 
Assembly to consider, deal with or enact any measure relating to or 
affecting :— 

(at 1 iis Highness or any member of the Royal family or die 
management of their household . 

The bill now under discussion contains the expression “His 
Highness" with which we have to deal and as such it contravenes 
the provisions of Regulation No. 1 of 1991. We cannot express 
any opinion where the expression “His Highness' occurs. You 
may be remembering that last time also I raised this point of order 
that nothing concerning His Highness can be discussed in the 
House. Therefore 1 hope that by exercising your discretion, you 
will not permit, sir, any more discussion on the bill and it will be 
withdrawn. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Lal Gopal Mukerji Kt.) :

These teachers do not observe punc¬ 
tuality, open the schools at 12 o’clock, close them at 2 
or 3 o’clock and it is the monitors who teach lessons. 
The schools are closed on the rainy days, the teachers 
do not attend the schools for days together, the teaching 
work remains at stand still and the only item attended 
to is the entries in the registers. The tirst quarterly and 
the half-yearly examinations are not held regularly on 
account ot the fact that there is only one inspector of 
Schools for four Tehsils and he too without any powers. 
The annual examinations are held only nominally and the 
students are promoted to the higher classes without any ex¬ 
amination. Thus the careers of the students are being 
spoiled, the public money is being wasted and both the 
Buler and the ruled are being put to a great loss. If the 
reply to the above be in the affirmative, will the Wazir 
Poonch, take steps for removing these defects ? 

{b) Is it a fact that there is onlj 7 one Inspector of 
Schools and one and the same official is discharging the 
functions of the Head Master and the Educational Officer? 
If the reply be in the affirmative, will the Poonch 
authorities appoint one more Inspector and will the post 
of the Head Master and that of the Educational Officer 
be made separate so that the condition of the village 

schools may be improved ? If not, the reasons for it 
may be stated ? 

Wazir Feroz Chand : {a) Yes, some of the village 
teachers have passed only the 5th Primary Class Exami¬ 
nation. Put these teachers are verj T old and experienced. 
It is absolutely wrong to say that they cannot solve the 
arithmetical problems of the 5th class and do not observe 
punctuality. It is true that at certain places where the 
scholars cannot attend the school during the rainy and 
snowy days the teachers incharge of such schools have to 
c oso he schools for these days, but this happens in very rare 

cases, it is in very exceptional cases that the teachers who 

ave no assistants entrust the work to monitors when they 
are absent on casual leave. Examinations are held regularly 
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and only deserving students are promoted to higher 
classes. The Inspector generally remains on tour and 
proper supervision is exercised. Most of the Poonck 
Graduates are the products of village schools. All this 
shows that the complaint is not based on facts.

These 
people die in poverty and after their death there is no source 
of maintenance for their survivors. Therefore it is the first 
and foremost duty of the Praja Sabha to take into consi¬ 
deration the miserable plight of the poor workers and take 
effective and useful steps for improving their lot and find 
out some measures to safeguard the interests of the people 
who are working in the factories, in case some accident 
takes place. If you study the administration of the Mysore 
Government you will find that such laws have been made 
for all the Departments separately. I hope the Hon’ble 
Revenue Minister will change his view point, an ; t lie Praja 
Sabha will grant permission for the introduction of this bill, 
and then I shall suggest the names of the members of the 

Select Committee. ’ .. • 

The Hon’ble Mr K. N. Knox: Regarding the Work¬ 
men’s Compensation Bill I want to say on behalf of the 
Government, that if a labourer or au artisan dies or becomes 
unfit during the time when he is working then it is most 
desirable to grant him compensation. So far as the Govern¬ 
ment Departments are concerned in my opinion and in the 
opinion of the Government there is no difference between 
the hon’ble mover and ourselves. But if this bill is entrusted 
to the Select Committee in the form in which it is being 
introduced it will not serve any useful purpose. The diffi¬ 
culty is that in th'' State there are very small factories 
where the number of labourers is generally between 5 to 10. 
It is possible that one or two labourers may die in these 
factories, but tine proprietors of these factories are unable to 
t-ay any sued compensation to them. In British India and in 
my country this is done by the Insurance Companies, and 
such losses are not borne by the owners of the factories. 
He has to pay annually only a small amount to the Insuran¬ 
ce Company and the compensation is granted by the 
Insurance Companies. I do not know whether in Kashmir 
such an arrangement is possible or not. Therefore the 
opinion of the Government is that if the hon’ble member 
does not press to intro luce this bill, the Government will 
gi\e an assurance to bring a similar bill before the House 
in the neit session, and the mover’s bill w i also receive 
consideratian in every respect 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin : The Hon’ble Revenue Minister 
has misunderstood me. The Director of an Industry is a 
competent authority and I, in my bill, have proposed to en- 
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trust to the Director of Industries the work of granting com¬ 
pensation with a view to safeguard the interests so that he 
may closely see things for himself. In my bill I have 
exempted the small factories which have been referred to 
by the Hon’ble Revenue Minister in his speech. 

Mr. President (The Eon’ble Sir Lai tiopal Mukerii 

Kt.): You need not go into the details of the bill 
Mi. Mohammed Amiu has moved that leave to introduce 
his Workmen's Compensation Bill be granted to him It 
has been stated on behalf of the tioverumeut that they agree 
to the principle of the bill, but in the opinion of the Govei n- 
meut the hill is incomplete and requires further cousidera- 
gaon.

Whereas it is necessary to amend the Food Control 
Regulation No. 1 of 19S6, it is hereby enacted as follows:— 

1. (a) This Regulation may be called “The Food 

Control Amendment Regulation No. of 199 

(b) It shall extend to the whole of the Kashmir 
Province. 

.(c) It shall come into force immediately after its 
enactment. 

2. In Section 5 of the Food Control Regulation No. 1 
of 1986, the words “subject to the control of the Minister** 
in-charge” shall be substituted by the words “on the advice 
of the Advisory Board constituted under the provisions of 

Section 11 of the Regulation”. 

3. The words ‘ or excites or attempts to excite dis¬ 
satisfaction against this Regulation” occurripg in Section 10 
of the Food Control Regulation shall be deleted. 

4. The following shall be added after Section 11 of 
the Regulation, as amended by the Food Control Amend¬ 
ment Regulation No. 9 of 1993:— 

“The advice of the Board shall be binding on the 
Director or the Government, as the case 
may be”. 

Objects and Reasons. 

1 . Under the law relating to Food Control, in force 
for the time being, the Director Kashmir Valley Food 
Control has power to prohibit, restrict or control the import 
of Shali or rice into the Srinagar municipal limits .or within 
Kashmir Province. As experience has shown it is neither 
safe nor proper to give one individual, even though acting 
under the control of the Minister all this power. 

2. The present Regulation penalises persons who may 
excite dissatisfaction against the Regulation. This bans 
all criticism, which is in direct negation to the fundamental 
right of criticizing all administrative and other measures. 

3. According to the Section 11 of the Regulation the 
Advisory Board suggests to the Government a schedule of

sentatives of the people. The only time when the Board 

was consulted, its recommendation was absolutely disre- 
garded. J 
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The present bill is intended to remove all these defects 
in the law in force now.

The people wanted that these restric¬ 
tions should be removed. Both the consumers in Srinagar 
and the producers in the villages raised a hue and cry, but 
the unanimous voice of the people was ignored and the 
Government refused to remove the restrictions. 

Any how, the present Revenue Minister the Hou’ble 
Mr. K N. Knox, showing regard for the public opinion, re¬ 
moved this restriction in the beginning of the year 1937, 
but before that the voice of the public was disregarded 
altogether. The Government moved to make an amend; lent 
in this Regulation, and the result was that the Regulation 
was amended and {Section 11 was added therein according to 
which an Advisory Board was appointed. The Board was 
empowered to advise the < Government in the matter of fixing 
rates. Now my submission is that just as the Advisory 
Board has been empowered to fix rates of Shall under 
Section 11 of this Regulation, in the same way in Section 5, 
whereby the Director Food Control, under the instructions 
of the Minister-in-charge, has been empowered to impose 
restrictions on the import of Shali, an amendment be made 
to the effect that the Advisory Board may, R*m L,> 

time, advise the Government regarding the imposition or 
otherwise of such restrictions on the import of Shali, in so 
far as the unanimous opinion of the Board will be more 
helpful than the individual opinion of the Director. My third 
amendment relates to Section 10. This Section, at present, 
contains such words according to which none can make a 
fair criticism of this Regulation. The present state of 
affairs demand that this Sectioii should be amended. The 
wording of Section 10 is as follows: — 

“Any person who disobeys any order issued under this 
Regulation or excites or attempts to excite dissatisfaction 
against this Regulation or endeavours to defeat its objects 
or contravenes any provision of this Regulation in any other 
way shall be punishable with simple imprisonment for a 
period not exceeding one year or with fine not exceeding 
Rs. 1,000 or with both. All offences under this Regulation 
shall be triable by a court not lower in rank than that of a 
Magistrate of the first class, and shall be cognizable by the 
1 *01 ice and not compoundable except with the previous 
iwritten sanction of the Governor Kashmir ” 

These words place this Regulation on a par with the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act. I want to submit that iu 
the presence of such words nobody can make a fair criticism. 
Even if this criticism is made in good faith and with the 
intention of effecting improvements in it, the critic comes 
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within the purview of law and can be punished. Therefore 
the circumstances demand that this Section should be 
amended so that fair criticism may, from time to time, be 
made iu good faith and the critic my be safe from the 
operation of this law. In these days of democracy it is sheer 
injustice to deprive the people of the right of freedom of 
expression and to put them in trouble under this Regulation 
even for expressing their opinion is quite contrary to the 
fundamental rights. If any person exposes the shortcomings 
and defects of the Food Control Department and with the 
help of facts and figures proves that the “ShaH-store” has 
proved harmful for the public or divulges the secrets of the 
Department, then in the presence of this Section, he cannot 
do so freely, because the Government have used words in 
this Section which they can, at any time, utilize for 
crushing the public opinion The existence of such words 
in this Regulation in the year l 1 17, and especially when 
Hon’ble Mr. Ayyangav is the Prime Minister, is a disgrace 
for the Government, and particularly when the representatives 
of the people feel that this Section is intolerable and is a 
severe blow on the freedom of the people, t herefore I 

request the Government that these words should be deleted

only. Sir by this you can estimate how much loss thezamin- 
dars sustained by this reduction aud what a bad effect it 
produced on their minds. 

The Government has by this Section shown much 

rd for public opinion than could be done by an 
irresponsible Government. When all the public representa¬ 
tives on this Board laid stress on the point that the prices 
shr>uKl not be re luoed abruptly and that for the present 
these should be reduced only by annas eight but it is 
regretted that no value was attached to public opinion, 
representatives and the view point of the Government was 
preferred to that of the people. This action of the Govern¬ 
ment in my opinion is not only a matter of regret for the 
people but it is a challenge to the authority and the prestige 
of the House. Every elected member should protest 
against this action of the Government and should demand 
that in future the advice of the public must be binding on 
the Government. With these facts an amendment to 
Section 11 of this Regulation has been moved in the House. 
I hope that every member of this House will help me in this 
important matter and the leave to introduce this bill would 
be granted.

Then the next step according to rule 52 is that if any 
official or no-nofficial bill which has not been published 
in the State Gazette may be published after the leave to 
introduce it has been granted.

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Mr. Beg stated that the convention so far has been that 
as soon as a bill has been introduced the mover has laken 
advantage of rule 53 and has moved that either the bill be 
taken into consideration or that it be referred to a Select 
Committee. Mr. Kak stated that there whs no such conven¬ 
tion because this specific point was never raised before the 
House and that therefore no ruling was given. 

My attention has been drawn by the Secretary of tbe 
Praja Sabha to a ruling of the late Hon’ble President pub¬ 
lished in Volume III of the third session of the first Jammu 
and Kashmir Assembly at page 61. I have read this ruling 
and I do not find that it definitely decides the point that 
has been raised at the present moment. In paragraph 5 the 

late Hon’ble Presidant says:— 

“As soon as the bill is opposed action under rule Do 
cannot be taken and action will be taken under rule 51. 
If however the bill is not definitely opposed action wiJl 

be taken under Section 53”. 

Ido not think that this amounts to a ruling on the 
exact point now before me. 1 pointed out to Mr. Beg 
the difficulty which the hon’ble members would experience 
in considering a bill if they have no information given 
beforehand that the bill would be taken into consideration. 
The consideration of tbe terms of a bill requires some study 
and a careful reading of the existing law and the proposed 
law. Mr. Beg has not been able to give me any satisfactory 
answer to this difficulty which the hon’ble members of the 
House may experience. 

As I read rule 53 there is nothing iu the proviso 
which says that if the members of the House are in posses¬ 
sion of copies of the bill for three days a motion that the 
bill be taken into consideration may be moved without any 
previous notice. Indeed the rule 48 and subsequent rules 
which deal with bills do not make mention of any notice 
at all. This cannot mean that a motion even in respect of 
a bill can be made without any notice. The object of 
agenda is to inform the members what is going to take 
place in the House and, as I have pointed out above, tbe 
members have a right to know whether a bill is going to be 
taken into consideration or how it has to be dealt with. 

In this view and in view of the fact that rule 26 is in an 
entirely general language and deals with motions without any 
exception, 1 hold that a notice is necessary for the purposes 
of moving that a bill be taken into consideration. The 
notice that the hon’b'e member moving for the introduc¬ 
tion ofthebil 1 has given is that he would introduce the 
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bill. If his intention was that he would move that the bill 
be taken into consideration he should have stated that fact 
for the information of the House, 

The result is that the objection taken to the motion 
made by the Hon’ble Mr. Beg is upheld and Mr. Beg will 
have to give notice of his intention.

Mian Ahmed Yar: Tiie Regulation of Prevention ot 
Cruelty to Animals No. 13 of 1990 which is in force m the 
State is different from the rules enforced in British India. 
The intention of this Regulation is that both the riding and 
pack animals should not be treated very harshly and cruelly. 
Under the present law the people plying bullock carts on 
the Jehlum Valley Road are suffering great loss, h oimer y 
on this road this trade flourished on a large scale and those 
people who bn ught bullock carts here purchased grass, eggs, 
grains and hens etc., from the zamindars. But by the 
decrease of this trade the poor zamindars residing in tne 
vicinity of this road are undergoing great loss on account or 
the fact that these people earned some money which enabled 
them to pay the land-revenue easily. The world is making 
progress these days. The motor cars and lorries are also 
adversely affecting these poor people and this is also one of 
the causes of the downfall of this trade. There are different 

bullocks ot different capacities. There are some which are 
stout and can draw heavy loads ; for instance the bullocks of 
Hazara District. These bullocks are very strong but as 
soon as they enter the State the condition of drawing less 
burden is imposed on them which puts the owners of these 
carts to a great difficulty because if their strong bullocks are 
made to draw more than the prescribed load they can drag 
it easily. The loading of a strong bullock with a burden 
according to its capacity cannot be regarded as cruelty. If 
the bullocks which are weak and unable to carry much load 
are cruelly treated and made t > carry much burden then 
Section 8 is there and the punishment which is inflicted 
under Section 15 for infringing this law that is for loading 
more than prescribed burden, the same can be inflicted under 
Section 8 for showing harsh treatment towards the weak 
animals. It is after a great hue and cry that we have g^t 
some facilities in the matter of road toll ; that is last year 
the road toll was reduced by 25% ; but this too benefited the 
motor cars, lorries and motor buses and the item of bullock 
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carts was not taken into consideration and the t.ai t-diivers 
did not benefit by it. The measure ol load in the State for 
those bullocks, which come from the Pun jab and diaw ve.v 
heavy loads and are very strong, should be the same which 
is prescribed for thtm in the British India. Such a partial 
treatment is improper aud is a source of trouble. When a 
provision has been made in Section 8 for the protection of the 
weak animals, I fail to understand why this restriction is 
imposed upon these caYt-drivers whose bullocks are quite 
stout and strong aud are in accordance with the law in force 
in British India capable of carrying more load than what is 
prescribed in the State. In this connection I have come to 
know that the officers of the Customs Department and other 
officers posted at the Domel Customs po*t have started uu an 
enquiry, that if an addition is made in the prescribed load 
it will not be harmful. Moreover, when the MarkeS 
Board also is paying attention to these cart-drivers and the 

Government also is making an inquiry from its departments 
in this behalf and they are not opposing it, then 1 do not 
understand why this amendment is being opposed With

Relief Regulation No. 1 of 1983, it is hereby enacted as

Sir, 1 want to quote an instance before you and that is 
this that the Account Bill which is popularly known as 
Sahukara Bill was placed before the Punjab Assembly. 1 his 
bill was passed in the Legislative Council in July j 927, and 
it was strongly opposed in and outside the Council. All the 
non-official Hindus and Sikh members raised a unanimous 

yoice against this bill and stressed the point that this bill 

was one-sided awl bad been introduced with the objectof bene¬ 
fiting only one class of people, and that this particular class 
had made up its mind to annihilate the money-lenders. The 
object ol quoting this instance was to show that all the laws 
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in the State are taken from the Punjab. The laws in force 
in the Punjab are copied and introduced in the State other¬ 
wise there was no reason for the passing of this hill in the 
State. And the fact that it has been enforced with effect 
from 6 years prior to the date of its being passed is all the 
more unjust. Nowhere else has so much injustice been lone 
to the money-lenders as has been by the passing of this 
Regulation. I want to invite your attention to a section of 
this Regulation. {Reads the section) 

Sir, when this Regulation was passed, we the Saiiukars 
submitted to the Government a largenumber of applications, 
sent many deputations, conferences were held and resolutions 
passed to the effect that we were bard hit by this Regulation 
and therefore it should be reconsidered. But the Government 
has so far paid no attention towards making any amendment 
in this Regulation and has not moved even an inch.

Mr. Presidekt (The Hon’ble Sir Lai Gopal Mukerji 
Kt.) : I will draw his attention to it. (Addressing Mr.

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : Very well. Sir. I was sub¬ 
mitting that there is Section 9 in this Regulation accord¬ 
ing to which a] 1 the accounts between the money-lenders and 
the zamindars from the year 1978 can he checked ; but the 
checking of the accounts of 16 or 18 j’ears is by no means 
an easy task. In order that one should be a hereditary 
State-subject, it is necessary that one should be living here 
before Satnbat 1942. If we go on living here for thousands 
of years, eveu then the restriction that one should be tin- 
subject of the State before 1942, is there. Similarly in 
this section also the same restriction exists that even after 
the expiry of 50 or 100 years the accounts should be check¬ 
ed from the year 1978.

A money-decree which is 
passed against the judgment-debtors (zamindars) cannot 
under this section be executed soon, on account of the lact 
that the instalments fixed are so small that the payment 
caunot be completed for years together. I want to draw 
your honour’s attention to a question which is as under. 
It was in this very session that I gave notice of a ques¬ 
tion in order to show what hardships have been undergone 
by the money-lenders I shall read this question before 
your honour. 

<*) Is it a fact that Sections 11, 13 and 11 of the 
Agriculturists’ Relief Regulation of 1983 provide that the

A close examination of this 
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bill shows that the objection of begsiug leave to introduce 
this bill is twofold, but the mover has placed before the 
House only one fact and he has not invited the attention of the 
House to the second point and that is this “that no person 
whose chief source of livelihood is Government service or 
money-lending shall have a right to purchase land”. 

In order to take into consideration the legality of this 
restriction it is necessary to see the principle in accordance 
with which the agricultural classes have been formed and 
the circumstances under which the Alienation of Land 
Regulation was enforced. One of the recommendations of 
the GJancy Commission was that the Alienation of the Land 
Regulation should be framed and enforced on the same 
lines as it has been done in the Punjab and it was done 
accordingly. If in some cases there remained any difference 
my learned friends moved some resolutions in the last two 
or three sessions of the Praja Sabha to the effect that the 
Glancy Commission recommendations were, so far, not fully 
carried iuto effect and that laws, in this connection, were not 
enforced quite in accordance with those of the Punjab and 
it should immediately be done. Ano^ier deficiency that 
was felt was that in spite of the Glancy Commission re¬ 
commendations, the Right of Prior Purchase Bill was not 
passed and which was' passed after submitting frequent 
motions by private members. The same demand that this 
law should be made to conform to with the law in force in 
the Punjab, was always put forward. But now the 
law in the Punjab is beiug ignored and a strange motion is 
being put before the House. In the law in force in the 
State the agricultural classes are not formed as is the case 
in the Punjab that is by individuals, because declaring the 
individuals to be agriculturists is contrary to the principle 
which, in this case^ has been kept iu view. The principle 
introduced in Jammu was that any class of people Whic 
has in its possession collectively two Kauals of land u ^ 
head that class was, as a whole, declared to be an agrtcu 
tural class, and in Kashmir that c'ass which f * 111 1 h 
possession four Kanals of land per head has been declared to 
be an agricultural class. By closely reading the relevant 
Section of the Alienation of Land Act in force in the Punjab, 
it will be iound that a member of an agricultural class does 
not cease to be an agriculturist simply because he has adopt¬ 
ed trade or Government service as his occupation.

HIGH COURT OF JUDICATURE, 

JAMMU AND KASHMIR. 

Cicular No. 66 . 

Dated 3 rd August 1934. . . 

Attention of all registering officers is drawn to the provisions 
of Section 36 of the Registration Regulation and they are warned 
not to act as a court in regard to the summoning of witnesses and 
parties to a document presented to them for registration. It is the 
business of any one who desires registration to carry out the rules 
of registration. 

When a deed is produced for registration it must be com- 
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plete in itself otherwise it should be returned without registration. 
It is the duty of a person presenting a document for registration 
to produce the other party if necessary, and satisfy the registering 
officer that the btate subject’s certificate is attached with the deed, 
if this is not done, registration should be refused and in no case 
should a summons be issued. 

For instance a deed of sale is brought by the Vendor. It is 
the duty of the Vendor to produce the Vendee, if necessary, and 
satisfy the registering officer that the Vendee is a State-subject. 
It is not the duty of registering officer to go running after the 
Vendee. 


On the other hand suppose the purchaser or person claiming 
under the deed produces the deed. Then also, unless he himself 
says that the Vendor or executant refuses registration and compul¬ 
sory registration is desired, no summons should be issued to the 
Vendor or executant. It would be the duty of the purchaser to 
produce the Vendor and obtain his consent to the registration. 
Every purchaser ought to know that a State-subject certificate 
would be necessary from him. It is the duty of the purchaser to 
obtain the certificate before he makes a purchase. 

Whenever it is absolutely necessary to issue a summons, it 
should be issued in accordance with the provisions of Section 36 
and 37 of the Registration Regulation and in no case a postpone¬ 
ment of more than 2 weeks shall be granted. It shall be the duty

FINANCE MINISTER'S SPEECH ON THE OCCASP 1 X 
OF PRESENTING THE BUDGET ESTIMATES 


FOR 1994-95- 

The estimate I am presenting to the 1 louse have been pre¬ 
pared in the form introduced for the first time last year and which 
it is presumed have met with the approval of Members. Some 
changes have, however, been made for administrative reasons ana 
considerations of a general character. 

Road Poll receipts which have hitherto been classified as Cus¬ 
toms Revenue are shown against the Public Works Department 
I Roads and Buildings I to which they properly pertain. The idea 
is to see if these receipts can be correlated with the construction and 
maintenance of roads. I he Irrigation Department is controller! 
by the same agency as Roads and Buildings and the two have been 
shown together under the Public Works Department. Certain 
departments were described in the statement and accounts as 
“Beneficient Departments’ 1 which apart from being a reflection 
on the work of other Departments all aiming at the public weal, 
was not correct in-as-much as activities like those directly associated 
with the so-called Beneficient Departments were also undertaken by 
other departments. The Panchayat Department is maintained for 
the well are of the people although it does not form part of the ordi¬ 
nary administration. I he Forest I department constructs and main¬ 
tains roads like Public Works Department and imparts useful train¬ 
ing to the people which is utilized by them within and outside the 
department and the State. The Land Revenue Department im¬ 
parts instruction in Agriculture like the Education Department. 
It will also control the grant for village up-lift works which has been 
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introduced this year. The Police Department has charge of the 
Fire Brigade not concerned with the ordinary work of the Depart¬ 
ment. 

3. A new head of receipts namely “Railways” has made 
its appearance in the accounts for the first time. The Suchet Garh 
lammu Railway was constructed on behalf of the State out of 
funds provided by the Dharmarth Department. Through an 
oversight, however, the Railway has all along been treated as 
property of the Dharmarth Department. The position has now 
:>een set right. The profits from the Railway will be credited to 
the State and the interest payable to the Dharmarth Department 
will be treated as expenditure like other interest charges. The 
question of repaying the loan to the Dharmarth Department is 
receiving consideration. 

4. Another important change has been made in booking 
separately capital expenditure in the revenue earning Departments 
aS not c ^ ar R e d to revenue.

On the ex¬ 
penditure side extra grants aggregating over Rs. 10 lacs were 
sanctioned, but owing to the normal lapses that usually occur, the 
actual expenditure for the year came to Rs. 2,38,98,975 against 
the estimates of Rs. 2,43,74,000.

Waiting’s State Departments, .64 lacs under Police, 1.55 lacs under 
Education, .69 under Medical, .81 lacs under Roads and Buildings, 
.97 lacs under Pension and Gratuities and .58 lacs under Stationery 
and Printing. There is a likelihood of an excess of 3.87 lacs under 
Refunds and of Rs. 8,36 lacs under Miscellaneous which are ex- 
pected to be met out of anticipated savings under other heads. 

Tn spite of the demands which had to be faced during the 
current year, the final position is satisfactory. It has been possible 
to invest over Rs. 4 lacs in securities and even after this investment 
the closing cash balance of the year works out to about Rs. 4^ l acs 
against the estimated losing balance of Rs, 45,29,183. The 
movement of the cash balances in the treasuries and Banks etc., 
however, indicate that the year may actually close with a con¬ 
siderably larger cash balance. The Hartal at Jammu might have 
temporarilv afFected Revenue receipts in some Departments, but the 
loss is likelv to be made good mostly in subsequent months. 

The review of the year’s finances indicates that the revenues 
of the State have attained to the normal, though small improve¬ 
ments in various directions specially under Customs, Forests, Seri¬ 
culture and Income Tax, are anticipated to result from a more effi¬ 
cient administration of these Departments, h is gratifying that 
the abolition of the possession tax on cars, the lowering of the scale 
of Road Toll and exemption of lorries exporting rice and shnV from 
the Toll have not affected the estimates of the Customs Depart¬ 
ment. 

On the expenditure side, the large item of capital expenditure 
does not affect the Revenue position owing to the decision riot he 
charge this expenditure to Revenue. The most interesting 
included in this category is one of Rs. 25,000 for the telephone line 
to Poonch which is an accomplished fart. The decision to release 
increments was arrived at during the vear, an undertaking having 
been given to the Praia Sabha on the point at the last session at 
Srinagar. The anticipated savings under Education, Medical and 
P. W, D. cl earl v indicate that these Departments are not suffering 
from lack of funds, and want of more rapid expansion is due mainly 
to administrative difficulties. The scheme for a College of Science 
at Srinagar which has not materialised illustrates the point. Fuller 
consideration of the question revealed flaws in the scheme and alter¬ 
native schemes for relieving the congestion in the Sri Pratap College 
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are under consideration. The abnormal excess under Customs Re¬ 
funds is being investigated to see if any Refunds are being allowed 
irregularly. 

The large increase under “Miscellaneous” is due to a large 
item appearing in the Budget for the first time, viz., the loss of 
5.76 lakhs in the Food Control Department, The Department has 
been running at a loss for the last three years but the losses were 
met from the accumulated reserve of previous years which was ex¬ 
hausted during the year. Restrictions on the import of Shall have 
been abolished and an attempt is being made to run the Department 
on self-supporting lines. It may be mentioned that the loss is entire¬ 
ly accounted for by Shall having had to be sold at a lower price than 
the agriculturist got for it and can, therefore, be regarded as a sub¬ 
sidy paid to the cultivators. 

An undertaking was given to the Sabha last year for the con¬ 
struction of up-to-date Hospitals at Srinagar and Jammu, but no 
provision was made in the Budget as the schemes were not likely r o 
be under way during the year. The schemes are likely to be com¬ 
pleted during the next year, but have not yet assumed a form which 
could justify a definite budget provision. It is, however, intended 
to push thiough these schemes irrespectively of Budget provision 
as soon as possible and the question of ways and means will be de¬ 
em e at t e tune of inauguration of the schemes. The cost will be 

approximate y Rs. 25 lakhs, and careful consideration of prelimi¬ 
naries is essential to ensure economy.

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made with the Mill for the training of wool growers in grading and 
sorting on payment of a subsidy of Rs. 4,000 for the year ; an equal 
amount being spent by the Mill itself. This training will enable the 
wool growers to secure a considerably higher price for their wool 
whether it is sold to the Mill or outside. 

A scheme for Sheep Breeding coupled with research has also 
been sanctioned. i his is expected to be a paying concern and the 
State will contribute Rs. 20,500 to the capital of the Company. 
For the research work 1 lovernment will pay a subsidy of Rs. 12,000 
a year for six years on .certain conditions aiming at improvement in 
the breed of sheep and the quality of wool and mutton throughout 
the State. 

I should not forget to mention the Tourist Industry which is 
perhaps the greatest Industry of the State, for the last two years 
an extra grant of Rs. 4,700 has been allowed to the Visitors Bureau 
for propaganda work and the cost of the payment of an Artist Cum 
Journalist. 

Recently a high officer 01 the State was also deputed to study 
and report on the Tourist Industry in the Continental countries of 

Europe to bring this department up-to-date. 

One matter which attracted considerable attention of the 
babha last year was the question of improvemei ot water supply in 
the Kandi lllaqa. The State has spent over 3^ lacs for this pur¬ 
pose, but all the expenditure on the deepening ol tanks proved to 
be sheer waste owing to seepage. or the last two years tT ^ 
has, however, been done on more practical lines and Rs. 93,000 have 
been spent on the construction and improvement of tanks and wells, 
partly,paid for by the people of the locality itself in cash 01 labour. 

Estimates for 1994-95. —The figures for the three years under 
review indicate that some stability has been reached under revenue 
receipts as a whole. The estimates have been adopted at 
Rs. 2,48,59,000 which exceeds the revised estimates for 1993 '94 
by 1.72 lacs. This iguie is, however, almost entirely accounted 
for by an increase of one lac in Forest, Revenue and Rs. 60,000 
under Railways. The latter increase is only nominal as it is set on 
bv interest and capital expenditure on the Railway's on the ex) 
ture side. 

Taking the important sources of revenue namely the Customs, 
Forest and land Revenue, the figures under Customs do not on 
the whole indicate any variation. In the details the variations indi¬ 
cate that Indian goods are gradually replacing goods imported fn 11 
abroad, specially sugar and piece goods. The apparent decrease 
in the estimates o! the 1 department is due to the transfer of Road 
Toll receipts to the Public Works Department. Under other heads 
the estimates adopted are conservative but ii is hoped that the recent 
increase in prices and the upward tendency' in the imports under 
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fibrous goods and oils will result in the estimates being fully realized 
if not exceeded. 

The increase in receipts under Forests has been referred to 
already. It is to be attributed chiefly to improvement in the price 
of timber. The receipts of the 1 epartment have increased steadily 
during the last three years, but a stable figure seems to have been 
reached now though some improvement may result from a more 
efficient administration of the Department. 

The figures under Land Revenue indicate a de¬ 
crease of about a lac but this is only due to the 
current year s figure having included arrears not like¬ 
ly to recur in the next year. I here is a large increase under 
Sericulture (3.4 lacs) which is due to the current year's figure be¬ 
ing abnormally low, owing to the loss sustained by the I )epartment 
on account of the failure of the Italian Firm which owed money to 
the Department. Ihe large increase in the Public Works Depart-

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period were also made for the improvement of and the opening of 
communications and improvement of water supplies in the Kandi 
lllaqa as well as in Srinagar and Jammu. Several new telegraph 
and telephone lines were constructed and a number of new telegraph 
offices opened at various places in the interior. A telephone Trunk 
line from Jammu to Srinagar was also erected to connect the State 
with the Telephone system in British Indii. The Department of 
Archaeology and Museum was also revived during the period. 

The more important features of the next year’s grants which 
will be of special interest to the Sab ha will now be dealt with speci¬ 
fically. 

Revenue and Cess Departments, —Apart from normal expendi¬ 
ture of the Department, a provision of Rs. 1,32,000 has been made 
for the construction and maintenance of village roads and bridges. 
Increased provision has also been made for the construction and 
maintenance of Irrigation canals. Increased travelling allowance 
grants have at the same time been allowed for the Director Land 
Records, Patwar and Road Cess employees for the more efficient 
discharge of their duties in relation to village uplift. 

FORESTS. 

The estimates contain a provision of Rs. 42,650 on account 
of repairs to Roads and Bridges. Increased provision has further 
been made for the extraction of walnut hah wroughts to meet the 
requirements of the Steaming Factory at Baramulla and for sowing 
and planting in nurseries. All these items are essentially of the 
nature of an investment as they will result in increase of revenue :n 
future years. 

Rs. 19,000 have also been provided in the Forest Budget for 
construction of new roads, but this has not been charged to Reve¬ 
nue. Temporary guards and watchers for Astore have also been 
provided for. 

SERICULTURE. 

Increased allotments have been made for the purchase of seeds 
and cocoons with a view to extending operations so as to reduce 
the cost of production and increase the profits. These items a so 
are in the nature of an investment. 

INCOME TAX. , 

I he Department has been re-organized and the expenditure 
estimates appreciably reduced. 

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 

Provision has been made for the Judicial Secretary created 
during the current year by partial readjustment of the grants under 
the High Court. Increased travelling allowance grants have been 
allowed to the Revenue officers of various ranks to enable them rr) 
make more effective touring in their districts. Provision has also 
been made for the newly created post of Revenue Assistant for 
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Astore with concomitant charges* as a result of the transfer of the 
control of Bunji to the Governor of Kashmir. 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

With a view to clear off pending cases in the Courts, provision 
has been made for a temporary MunsifTs Court at Srinagar. 

POLICE. 


1 here has been a persistent cry in the Press and the Praja 
Sabha that in view of the density of population and congestion 
of buildings in the Srinagar City the present arrangements for 
protection from fire were not adequate. This was partly due to 
insufficiency of hose and partly to want of hydrants and light portable 
Fire Engines which could pass through narrow lanes in the town. 
The question has been engaging the attention of Government, 
and a sum of Rs. 5,500 has been provided for the purchase of an 
engine to replace one of the engines which has been condemned in 
addition to Rs. 2,000 provided annually for hose. A sum of 

s. 5,000 was provided last year for the construction of hydrants 
at places where they did not exist before.

Stipends for training the sons of zamindars introduced as an experi¬ 
mental measure have been continued for another year and con¬ 
struction of sheds at Golsamandar and the Partap Model Farm for 
the purpose has been undertaken this year. 

A provision of Rs. 16,000 has been made !or advancing loans 
to Agriculturists under the Aid to Agriculturists and Land Im¬ 
provement Regulation. 

Spraying machinery and skilled labour will be supplied to 
orchardists free of cost and provision has accordingly been made 
for additional spraying machinery and other necessary outfit. 

Increased provision has also been made to enab'e the Agri¬ 
culture Department to conduct experimental work in Horticulture 
and Entomology. 1 h's Department also runs a poultry farm the 
grant for which has been increased for free supply of pedigree birds 
to villagers. 

VETERINARY DEPARTMENT.

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works for improvement of sanitation and water supply on the basis 
of an equal contribution by the people themselves. The latter has 
been transferred to a Fund created for the purpose of affording 
facilities for Education to promising young men who will be ex¬ 
pected to repay the amount advanced by the State with a moderate 
rate of interest when they are in a position to do so. 

The provision for the award of scholarships (.75 lacs will 
continue. The Loan Fund is expected to meet the requirements of 
cases which may not be suitable for stipends and will enable brilliant 
students to find a wider and more lucrative field for their talents than 
Government service in the State can provide. 

The contribution of i per cent, and 4 per cent, of net Customs 
revenue to the Municipalities of Srinagar and Jammu respectively 
will continue. 

CAPITAL EXPENDITURE NOT CHARGED TO 

REVENUE. 

The most important item in this class is one of three lacs, which 
has been set apart for the tarring of 100 miles of the main roads. 
It has been treated as capital expenditure as it cuts down the main¬ 
tenance cost of roads. As a result of this work the maintenance 
grant for the vear in the P. W. D. has been reduced by i.Qi lakhs. 
The other important items are Rs. 28,000 for the construction of 
Nandi Kuhl canal and Rs. 74,266 for the new Automatic 
Telephone Exchange at Jammu, the existing Telephone Exchange 
being old and u n satis facto rv. 

The Telegraph and Telephone Line to Poonch estimated to 
cost Rs. 26,670 initial and Rs. 2,524 recurring has been completed 
during the current vear. 

CONCLUSION. 

I hope it will be recognized that the Budget has been framed 
on progressive lines and soecial attention has been paid to matters 
in which the Sabha has evinced interest on previous occasions. 
There mav be difference o l opinion about the pace of progress bur 
finance speaking generally is a matter not so much of what we mav 
desire as of actual possibilities and realities. The resources of 
Government are limited, and recourse to additional taxation is not 
considered desirable. Government is, however, hopeful of main¬ 
taining the rate of progress by a more efficient handling of its re¬ 
sources. 

POONCH BUDGET FOR 1904-95.

The estimates for ihe next vear have been adopted at Rs. 9-95 
lacs against the current year's Budget Estimates of 10,51.500, a 
decrease of Rs. 56,400. The decrease is ehieflv noticeable under 
Customs which is due to exemption of certain grains Irom payment 
of duty in compliance with the public demand to that effect.

Expenditure. 

The expenditure estimates for the next year have been adopted 
at Rs. 9,92,800 against the current year’s original estimates of 
Rs. 11,29,000 a decrease of Rs. 1,36,200.

Mr. President (1 he Hon ble Sir Lai Gopal Mukerji Kt.) :

Tomorrow the last hour will be reserved for the discussion of the 

Poonch and Chenani Budgets. 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak : Sir, today Hon’ble Finance 

Minister has put before us last year’s Budget and Budget estimates 
for next year so that we might compare them. He has stated that 
the estimates for next year are very satisfactory and encouraging. 
Besides he has stated that money has been spent on various heads 
and that there is an all round improvement. It has been stated in 
the very first paragraph that a larger amount will be spent next 
year on works of public utility. But it shall appear from a P er V^ 
of the Budget that no provision has been made for works of p u 1 
utility ; the increase in this head is only nominal. Several Dep 
ments have been included amongst the beneficient Departments a 
though in reality they are not so. At the time of the compu a b on 
of Budget a change was made in these heads so that it may appea 
to us that Government is spending many lacs of rupees on bene 
ficient activities and that much increase has been made in it this 
year. But the facts are to the contrary. I will now state the 
various Departments which are now treated as Beneficient Depart¬ 


ments. 

[a) Revenue :— It has been treated as a Beneficient Depart¬ 
ment because it includes the Agriculture Department wha h > ' n 
people in agriculture and also because it includes the Panchavats 
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which does village uplift work for which rupees forty thousand 
have been provided in the Budget sanctioned for this year. The 
other instance is of a very big Department i, e. the Police. 
1 he Police 1 epartment has been treated as a Beneficient Depart¬ 
ment because it has the Fire Brigade under it for which the pur¬ 
chase of a new Engine Rs. 5,000 have been provided this year. 
Although these Departments are included amongst the Beneficient 
Departments, in reality they are not so; and this has been only 
done in order to swell the items of Beneficient Departments in the 
Budget. If we go into details we shall find that an increase of 
several lakhs has been shown in the income but if on the other hand 
v, l* 'ok into the Be net icient Departments and the beneficient activi¬ 
ties, we shall find that they have received very little attention and 
very frugal grant. I shall take it up later. 

The first point which 1 want to state is that the Budget which 
has been presented as very encouraging is indeed from the view 
point 01 the public thoroughly unsatisfactory and unencouraging.

that Government will deal more liberally with the industrial and 
beneficient activities and will prove that it wants to utilize the 
surplus to the good of the people. But in spite of the 
Government s attention having been drawn to this fact repeatedly 
during the last two years by me and a few friends of mine, the 
Government has been very niggardly in spending on works of public 
utility. Already I have pointed out in the discussion of the last 
Budget the difference there is in the capital which the advanced 
States like Mysore and Travancore spend on Education and indus¬ 
tries and that spent in our State as also the difference in the pays of 
higher officers there and here. I don’t want to repeat it, but it is 
pretty clear that our State is very backward in this respect. In 
spite' of promises having been given in regard to the Resolution, 
which have been passed in the Rraja Sabha and have been accepted, 
no provision has been made in the Budget to put them into practice.

There is no doubt that 
very great provision has been made for this purpose as a result of 
which now the whole country will be flooded with medical aid as it 
is when the river Ihelum is in floods. Even so the subsidy that 
has been granted for Vaids, Hakims and Doctors is so great that 
it shall provide the entire country with medical aid. What is that 
amount? It is about 6,780 rupees and a few annas. Now you 
can realize for yourself the number of Doctors, Yaids and ! lakims 
who will get subsidies and how much will be given per head. 

Mr. M. A. Beg : Five annas and a half. 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak : From this it shall also appear how 
many Hakims will get subsidy and how many people will be bene¬ 
fited by it. Well, at least some provision has been made for in¬ 
dustrialization. It is a large amount. I should think no one will 
have any complaint in regard to the Cottage Industries. The 
Government has been very liberal in this matter in order that the 
Cottage Industries might develop. How very liberal the Govern¬ 
ment has been can be judged from the fact that the Government 
considers the amount of Rs. 5,000 sufficient tor developing the 
Cottage Industries of the whole country. Some provision has 
been made for grant of loans to the educated unemployed ; it 
amounts to Rs. 25,000 which thev will have to return when thev 
are in a position to earn their own living. 

It is an admitted fact that unemployment is increasing here 
day by day. The unemployed are roaming in thousands ' rom place 
to place but the amount provided against it in the Budget is most 
inadequate. All amounts over lacs of rupees are shown apninst 
works of not much consequence. It is no doubt right that four lakhs 
of rupees have been repaid as Loan, 6 lacs have been shown as 
Surplus and a still larger amount has been shown as Reserve But 
no provision not even of a few lacs has been made for the Indus- 
tnal Development of the country. There is no item to show that 
a considerable amount under the head Village Uplift has Keen spent.

tnat the Government was thinking of the 
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Budget in terms of figures only. In reality there has been no sur¬ 
plus in the Budget. At the time of the compilation of the Budget no 
attention was paid to the steps that may be taken in order to remove 
this increasing unemployment. The intention of the ( Government 
as it appears from the figures is not to remove the increasing un¬ 
employment in spite of the fact that it is on the increase everyday. 

There are three things worth observing in the present Budget. 
One, a loss of more than five lacs in the Food Control Depart¬ 
ment met from its reserve which is now completely exhausted. I 
wish the attention of the lOvernment had also been drawn towards 
the fact that by bringing under reduction the Food Control Depart¬ 
ment, a good many people will be thrown out of employment and 
will have no means of earning their livelihood. But not caring for 
this one hundred men were suddenly thrown out of employment and 
they are now wandering about in search of jobs. To w ic e\ er 
office they go, they are told “No vacancy” and they are neglected, 
on every side. They will receive this treatment, not once, nor 
twice but always. I wish the Government had ever thoug t at t e 
time it turned out these one hundred men of the fate of their ami il> 
and that if the Department is brought under reduction tl ten several 
hundred of men besides will be thrown out of f mplnyment. n ^ 
if the Government had considered that by taking this step unemp 0} 
ment which is already on the increase will be still more ag¬ 
gravated. I wish this matter had been given some thought at the 
time of the framing of the Budget so that some provision would have 
been made for their livelihood and the grievance of the public would 


also have been removed. But this was not done.

Pandit Amar Nath K ak : As the time at my disposal is shoit 
and much of it will he taken in attempts to understand and explain 
the Budget therefore I will be brief in my submissions. 

I' 1 diis Budget I have come across an amount specified for the 
tarring of the Roads i. e. 3 lacs have been provided for the tarring 
of roads. I didn’t find this mentioned anywhere in the Budget 
Statements, but 1 have been told that this will be at the cost of 
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about three lacs in the provision for the maintenance and construc¬ 
tion work. I have been further informed that by this provision of 
three lacs there will be a decline in the maintenance works. I know 
it for a fact because several persons complained to me that by this 
step about three hundred men who are working in this Department 
will be thrown out of work. For the last twenty or twenty-five 
years nearly three hundred men have been working in the Depart¬ 
ment on a work-charge basis. That entire class of people com¬ 
prising the masons, the carpenters, the Iron smiths, mates and so 
on will be thrown out of work. Tarring of Roads did occur to the 
Government but no arrangement was made for the 300 people who 
will be thrown out of employment. It was never thought how will 
these people manage for their living. Now I expected that the 
Government will have provided in the next year's budget a sum of 
three or four lacs for the Industrial Deve'opment of the country, 
as the conditions may have permitted, which mav have been utilized 
in some useful Industry so that all these people and many other un¬ 
employed could be absorbed. This would have removed unem¬ 
ployment to a considerable extent and there would have been signs 
of prosperity in the country. T o achieve this end the Government 
could have made reductions in other heads of expenditure and pro¬ 
vided the requisite amount so that.it could be spent in order to 
remove unemployment. Rut in the Budget statement there is no 
such prov!sion. We keep saving every year that Government 
should provide some amount for removing unemployment. Rut. 
on the contrary, the measures which Government adopts to balance

1 will submit, Sir, that while the Revenue of T ravancore State 
is less when compared to that of ours, much more is spent there 
on education. Hon’ble Prime Minister must be aware of the state 
of Education in Madras. So far as I know even in I rivandrum 
alone there are as many as 500 LL.B. Ladies. You can judge for 
yourself how far the education has spread there. Travancore has 
admittedly been regarded as an advanced State but our Stale which 
has larger income lags behind all. In the Travancore State 
12,77,130 is spent on Medical and Public Health, 3 , 37.°^3 on I n " 
dustrics. Against it the greatest expenditure which is incurred here 
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is on the Establishment. Your honour might note the amount 
which is spent on Industries in the Travancore Slate. Rs. 40,000 
are spent on experimental works alone. As against tins only 
Rs. 3,000 are earmarked here for this purpose. But add to this 
the Government have appointed a Board of Industries which has 
no powers over anything, just on paper it has been shown that 
they can advance loans to the extent of three thousand rupees. 
But your honour might note that they do not have a penny to ad¬ 
vance as loan to anyone. Mr. Sharma has very often stated that 
in spite of the fact that we are members, we are not paid our T. A. 
Bills. Government should have kept with the Board about two 
lacs of rupees so that it could advance loans. We have to state, 
sadly of course, that here most of the money is spent on the pays 
of the officers. 

In the Travancore Budget your honour will note that as much 
as Rs. 26,75,110 are spent on Building and Communications. 
Now your honour can judge for yourself how far advanced that 
State is. Besides Rs. 10,00,000 have been kept for Town Plan¬ 
ning. When Mr. Wakefield was here, he had some interest in 
this line. It was in his time that Boulevard, the Hari Singh High 
Street and the Shalimar Roads were laid out. These are his memo¬ 
rials. After he left there has been no improvement and no 
Minister has given any attention towards the improvement of the 
place. No lorry or car can tread into the city but the Municipality 
charges Wheel Tax alright. Visitors have to face great hardships 
in going into the city for want of conveyance and a person who goes 
into the city once never thinks of going there again. Kashmir is 
known for its natural scenery and not because of the Kashmir 
Government. In Travancore Rs, 7,43,200 have been set aside 
for the Drainage Scheme and Rs. 12,36,700 for water supply to 
the Muffasil Towns. That is to say the total expenditure of 
Travancore State is Rs, 1,24,15,698. 50 per cent, of the total 

revenue is spent for public good and more than 100 per cent, of 
the amount realized from the public by direct taxes is spent for the 
public good.

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey (Written Speech) : In the 
beginning of the last year’s Budget Sessions, the elected members o 
the Praja Sabha submitted a critique < a statement critising t e 
Budget) in connection with the walk-out to the Hon’ble President 
for presenting it beofre I is Highness the Maharaja Bahadur.

Great inconvenience is being felt in regard to the com¬ 
munication and transporation in the hilly lllaqas, where the roads 
are greatly needed. Particularly the Headquarters of every Tehsil 
may be linked with the other Headquarters of the surrounding 
Tehsils by a wheeled Traffic Road. Telegraph Offices may also be 
opened in the Headquarters of a Tehsil where no such arrange¬ 
ments have been made so far. 

7 . 1 he trunk Roads of the i Hstrict Headquarters connect 
the Provincial Headquarters, but at certain places the NaUahs and 
the rivers cut the Illaqa into two parts. Funds may be provided in 
the Budget for the construction of bridges over these NaUahs. 

8 . A sufficient sum may be provided in the Budget for 
education.

So far as expenditure is concerned, the Budget should possibly 
be framed on the lines of the Budget of the year 1972 . Besides 
schemes for improving the financial condition of the State may be 
suggested. Progress should be made in starting the industries in the 
State on Commercial principles. New factories should be opened 
with the help of the Government and the unemployed young men 

be given chances to w'ork there. 

In the Travancore State the system of Motor Lorry 1 raffic has 
been introduced on the lines of the State managed Railways system. 
This system has proved very useful for the removal of various 
troubles and inconveniences of the people. Such work may prove 
the best source of income to the State. There is a great scope in 
making progress in the mining and forest works in the State. t wi 
not only enhance the income but will provide means of livelihood to 

the educated unemployed young men also. . , 

If Government are ready to consider the above mentioned facts 

more sympathetically, then a detailed statement can e p ace e ore 
the House and it is being hoped that immediate measures will. Be 
adopted to ameliorate the condition of the poor subjects an t e 
budget which will be framed after considering these suggestions will 
also be acceptable to all in every respect. 

Note, —The Monibcr Also quoted the remarks of th© Accountant General and t he 
Finance Minister made on the occasion which are given below. 

Rai Bahadur Mr. Jagat Pershad (Accountant 
General) : It was the duty of the elected members to 

guide the Government in right earnest way and 

point out that there is no need of a certain department or the separate 
post of an officer in a certain Department is not required. They 
should tell that such I department may be amalgamated with some 
other Department. I also believe in the fact that there are so many 
posts in the Suite which are absolutely useless and a burden on the 
Government, while others are such that by amalgamating them witn 
others person can do the whole work by himself. Inspite of this I 
also agree to the suggestion that the scales of salaries should be 
standardized for certain posts. There are certain officers who are 
getting Rs, 1,500 per mensem while there are others who are 
appointed in the same grade and on the same post but are being paid 
Rs. 600 per mensem. It is, therefore, essential to fix the scale of 
salaries so that the pays of the officers of equal grades may be 
standardized. 

Remarks of the Hon’ble Finance Minister as quoted by the 
member. 

The question of the revision o' salaries is under considera¬ 
tion of the Government now-a-days. You will come to know about 
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its consequences within six month’s period. 

To state briefly the surplus would have been turned into 
a dificit if the amount of Rs. 4 , 75,000 which has not been charged to 
revenue were charged to revenue as was done on the previous 
occasion. The House can in no case endorse the totals shown in the 
Budget. 

Lala Hans Raj : After having looked into the Budget and 
what 1 have heard about it, I want to make it clear to the House 
that from the time this arrangement has been undertaken there has 
been a great drain on the public treasurv. All mv friends are 
agreed on the point that land revenue is being raised and the very 
blood of the people is being sucked by the Customs tariff. There 
is no doubt that the State has made great progress and the income 
has gone up to several crores but there is nothing in the public 
treasury. When the revenue of the State amount to several crores, 
then what good has it done to the people. Are the people con¬ 
tented? Not at all. 


During the last Budget Session I walked out at the instance 
of a few of my friends. Although I did not want to do so but 1 
had to do it because of the majority opinion. 

The purpose 'or which we have been sent here is to see to 
what extent are the people benefited by the Budget and to what 
extent are they harmed and how is the money being wasted and 
what means are to be devised to add to the income.

After enquiry they used their special 
powers and suggested that such a big loan may not be granted ; but 
the loan of 1.3 lacs had already been granted in his favour. In a 
similar way, a second time another Industry was granted Rs. 72 
thousand and it was agreed to advance Rs. 12 thousand every year. 
When the matter came up before the Board, it decided that since 
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the funds are not sufficient for grant of Rs. 12,000 every year, there¬ 
fore Rs. 3,000 be fixed as the maximum grant for an industry and 
that it is not reasonable to give Rs. 12,000 per annum as subsidy f o 
a Department. 

The other matter which I want to state is that Hon’ble the 
Finance Minister has shown “ Police* * as a Beneficent Department 
but there was the great exhibition of the beneficience of this I Apart¬ 
ment about two months ago at Jammu.

Lata Amar Nath Kohli : In the end I will say that it was 

proposed in the last year’s Budget Session that the pays of the 
officers drawing Rs. 500 per mensem or above be reduced by htty 
per cent. In view of the demand most of the elected members had 
walked out. We thought that if Government would not entirely 
agree to the demand, then it would certainly be mindful of our re¬ 
quests to a certain extent. But the pay of any officer has not been 
reduced in the current year’s Budget. As regards the Police De¬ 
partment, my Ilon'ble friend Pandit Amar Nath Kak l as said 
that there are two Personal Assistants, Senior Superintendent anc 
Assistant Superintendents in the Department. But it has been 
centralized in such a way that one fails to understand why it is neces¬ 
sary to have so many officers in the Department. 

Mr. President 1 The Hon’ble Sir Lai Copal Mukerji Kt.) : 
There are only two minutes left now. 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli : In spite of the fact there are other 
officers viz C, I. D. Officers where the number of officers and con¬ 
stables is three and two respectively. Similarly there are other De¬ 
partments in the State. It would have been better if the number of 
such Departments had been reduced. But no such item is traceable 
in the current year’s Budget. 

Sardar 1 v ANHAyA Singh : Sir, since the inauguration of the 
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Praia Sab ha, the Budget has been introduced in the House and dis¬ 
cussions have been made over it. Besides the resolutions which we 
have submitted all of them have been sent to Government and are 
on the record of the Government. I he people thought that if not 
this year, something would certainly be done by the Government in 
the next year meaning thereby that it would not reject our resolu¬ 
tions. On the other hand it has always been expressed by Govern¬ 
ment that it will consider the matter. All the questions that have 
been put in the House were for the amelioration of the country. 
Moreover Government had also accepted various proposals and be¬ 
sides this certain resolutions were carried out. But our expectations 
are not fulfilled by introducing the Budget in such a manner. The 
people are disappointed. ' Government is also aware of the resolu¬ 
tions that have been accepted by the Ministers of the Provincial 
Governments in India and how they have minimized the expenditure 
of certain departments. 

In these circumstances we also have a right to place our resolu¬ 
tions before the Government, not that people may be exempted from 
taxation and thus an obstacle may be placed in the administration of 
(lie Government but what we want is that bigger amounts may be 
spent for works of public utility. If a fairly large amount is spent for 
public utility, Government can surely realize more taxes from the 

people . But it is regretted that Government has paid no attention to 
the works of public utilitv.

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tHe long run. The Congress Ministers have raised the salaries 
of the subordinate services and have reduced their own salaries. 
.This is not the case here. The subordinate servants are like your 
children but how can they maintain themselves by a meagre increase 
of a rupee or two in their pays. If the big officers cut down their 
salaries, we shall then say that the Government has taken a step to¬ 
wards the betterment of the country. If that is not done the Budget 
shall not satisfy us. I will not discuss the Budget figures but would 
submit that sufficient funds be provided for works of public utility. 
The Ministers who have to stay here for four or five years should 
pay attention towards the works oi public utility so that we may say 
that they have really done some thing praiseworthy in the State. 

The present Budget does not satisfy us at all. So long as 
the Government does not take steps to improve the works of pumic 
utility and so long as it does not do anything for the poor, the condi¬ 
tion of the public cannot be bettered nor can the Government suc¬ 
ceed. The people pay land-revenue and fill the treasury. 
They pay various other taxes. The Government 
should pay attention to the people, who run its mac merv 
and should win their good wishes. By doing this it should set an 
example and win the good wishes of the coming generation 
We put questions but the replies given to us are either that e 

matter will be considered or “funds do not permit’’. 

There are many treasures in our country and it is very rich. 
Why does the Government not invest money and unearth these 
treasures so that the people could prosper. Our country resembles 
Switzerland. Why is money not spent on its improvement. Why 
do not these rich men, capitalists and big officers who draw high 
salaries and own lots of money and property pay any heed to the 
poor. If the Government wants peace, it should take up works, 
which will ameliorate the condition of the people. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda :-Why don’t you think of rhe Sikhs 
to-day ? 

Sardar Kanhaya Singh : It has become a habit of Mr. Nanda 
to interfere with others. I did not like to raise any communal ques¬ 
tion in his general discussion but as he has reminded me of the 
Sikhs, I will certainly say something about them. 

T he Sikhs are a warrior race but they are backward. Why 
does the Government not grant scholarships to Sikh Young men, 
like other educated young men of the State and depute them outside 
the State so that they could learn arts which would 
enable them to dispense with service. The Sikhs have 
generally been deprived of stipends. If the Govern¬ 
ment will grant us scholarships according to our needs, 
we will not take to service. We generally find unrest among educa¬ 
ted young men for want of employment. If the Government wants 
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to aet rid of them, they should be given more scholarships so. that 
they may learn some arts and be able to earn their livelihood. I 
would also like to submit for the information of the House why 
people in general want service. It is because in service they start 
with two hundred and go upto eighteen hundred. It is therefore 
necessary to discourage this by reducing salaries and spending more 
on works of public utility.

the correct procedure which we should adopt when we 

reach the stage of discussing in detail the items of the budget, t 
state these points to-day because I am anxious that my hon ble 
friends on the opposite side should not have a grievance, if on the 
day these detailed discussions are taken up I feel compelled to raise 
points of order which may come as a surprise to them. I find that 
in the previous years a certain procedure has been follower! which 
it seems to me is not quite in accordance with the constitution on 
which we -work or with the Rules of Business with which we have 
to comply. You will remember Sir, that in rule 85 of the Rules of 
Business it is provided that subject to two clear days' notice a mem¬ 
ber may ask a question and move a resolution on any item of the 
budget in the head allotted for discussion during the two days. 
My first submission to you Sir, is that rule 86 says that except as 
otherwise provided in rule 85 the asking of budget questions and 
the moving of budget resolutions shall be subject as far as may be 
to the general rules 33 to 40 in regard to the asking of questions, 
and rules 69 to 82 in regard to the moving of resolutions. 

For the moment we have nothing to do with questions, I 
confine my remarks now to the question of moving resolutions on 
budget items, Well, with regard to the words used in rule 85 , 
m y fi rst submission to you Sir, is that any item in that rule can refer 
only to an item of appropriation in the budget and the authority I 
would quote for your consideration is Section 36 of Regulation 
,°* } t99 T - The last sentence of that section says ‘ ! Hiring 

. f 50 provided and subject to the provisions hereinafter con’ 
^ined and to any rules or standing orders any member of the 
ssembly may ask a question or move a resolution regarding any 
appropriation of revenue or moneys proposed in the statements or 
regarding the form in which the statement is laid on the table”. 

Therefore my first contention Sir, is that every resolution of 
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which hon’ble members will give notice must relate to an item of 
appropriation and i particularly stress this point because I find 
notices have been given, in previous years, of resolutions sug¬ 
gesting either reduction in the rate of taxation or some alteration in 
the revenue of the State as provided for in the budget. Such 
resolutions had been taken up and discussed. I find from a preli¬ 
minary copy of resolutions that have been received that 
notices this year have been given on the same lines as in the 
previous years. I understand that orders have not yet been passed 
on the admission of these resolutions and I thought I should submit 
this point to you before you actually passed orders. Foi instance 
there is a notice of a resolution which says “ This Praja Sabha 
recommends to the Council that export duty should be charged only 
on those commodities the export of which may effect local 
tries”. 1 would submit to you Sir that it is not a resolution whic 
can be moved on the budget. There are several similar resolutions 

erf which notices have been given. . 

The second submission I would make to you Sir is that even 
with regard to items of appropriation there is a restriction >roviaea 
by Regulation No. i of 1991 and that is contained in section 41 
which reads that “No proposal shall be made or resolution moved 
for the appropriation of any revenue or moneys or ain pm p f ,sc ‘ ex 
cept by or on the recommendation of the Council* . So that 
any resolution which says that this Sabha recommends that fifty 
thousand rupees be allotted for a particular purpose cannot be in 
order on the budget. What therefore you can do is, what is done 
in Democratic Assemblies in the world on the budget; that is, you 
can only propose reduction in the items of appropriation in the 
budget and what 1 want the Hon’ble members to do is to see, when 
framing their resolutions, that the restrictions indicated in the con- 
sitution or Rules of Business are complied with. If you want a 
substantial reduction in the amount provided for a particular item of 
expenditure that question would be discussed. If you want to 
raise a question of policy you can propose a nominal reduction and 
say that you want to discuss the policy. That is exactly the 
reason why at this stage I want to raise this point of order because 
I do not want you to have any grievance afterwards I do not 
want to take the members of the Sabha by surprise by raising 
a point of order at the proper moment when the President may rule 
the resolution as irregular. I have raised this point so that the 
H on’ble President may give his ruling.

When questions are submitted to me 1 
correct them by making certain changes in them so that they may 
be brought under the rules the same practice has been followed in 
the case of resolutions also. Most of the resolutions and the ques¬ 
tions are such that they do not fall within the rules. If they remain 
as they are submitted in that case nearly 50 per cent, will have to 
be rejected. If any member raises an objection I have to say that 
in fact that do not come under the rules. But at the same time it 
has to be taken into consideration that the Praja Sabha is only a 
child of three years. As it grows older it will become wiser and 
it will take some time. But it is also necessary that it should from 
the very start possess good character and should be promising. 
I herefore the principal of asking the Budget questions and moving 
the Budget resolutions which has been placed before the House 
by the Hon ble Prime Minister should be taken into consideration. 

ll we have to strictly follow the rules of procedure in regard 
to these resolutions which have been received uptil now it will not 
be. right. Therefore before giving a ruling it will be better for 
you to study the rules of procedure in the" light of the objection 
ra,sed by the Hon’ble Prune Minister and those who would like to 
speak on this point would be given time to-morrow.

Khan Bahadur Raja Mohammed Afzal Khan (On behalf 
of the Hon’ble Revenue Minister): ( a ) The Revenue Department 
has no information. 


(i) 1st 'part .—The trouble of the zamindars was alleviated by 
arranging fair distribution of water and no complaint as to khuslihr 
mar was received from any place in Badgam Tehsil.

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This morning I had a talk with the lenders of some groups 
and I explained to them how these rules ought to be interpretted. 
Since this has not been explained to nil I shall explain it once again. 
If you carefully examine section 3G of the Regulation No. I of 1991, 
you will find what type of questions can be treated as budget ques¬ 
tions and what sort of resolutions can be treated as budget resolu¬ 
tions. 


If you look also into section 41 you will find that you can put 
questions for reducing the amount which Government proposes to 
spend on a particular item and can also move resolutions for the 
same. Rut no member can say that a certain sum of money be 
provided for a particular purpose. It is the duty of the Council 
to propose this. Supposing four lacs of rupees have been pro¬ 
vided for education. Now you cannot move that a sum of six 
lacs be provided lor edui ation instead of lour lacs, ^ou can 
move resolutions as token cuts ; that is to say, you 
will move that a reduction of five or ten rupees may be made and 
the ob ect for cut may be stated within brackets e. g. k o discuss 
education policy”. I have sent beck some resolutions so that the 
hon’.ble members (the movers) may resubmit them after making 
the necessary alterations. The Hon’ble Prime Minister has pro¬ 
mised that even if the notice is not sufficient as required under the 
rules still they will be entertained. 1 hope, as far as possible, we 
will proceed like that.

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From a study of the f ensus Beport it will appear that the 
income per head of a person in the State is anna 1 and pies d per 
day while the income of a person in the other countries is much 
larger. ' But against this the standard of the pays of the officials 
in the State is much higher than that in the other countries. ^ The 
difference in the salary of the juniormost clerk and the maximum 
salary allowed in the State is simply astounding. I submit, most 
respectfully, that in a country where the diTerence in the average 
income of a person and that of a Government official is so great as 
is the case in the State, then the country is not only affected ad¬ 
versely financially but it also gets a moral set-back. 

Our country has to bear the burden of administration which 
it cannot bear and sufficient funds cannot be made available or 
works of public utility. I will urge the Government most strong y 
to reduce expenditure on the salaries of the officers and bring 
unnecessary staff and departments under reduction so that it may 
be possible to provide more funds for works of public utilry. 

[n his speech my worthy friend Lala Hans Baj stated tna c 
has been going to Srinagar for the last 28 years but he has no seen 
anv improvement there during this period. But from my personc 
experience, I can say, that during the last 36 years t 
ment has made greater improvements in the Kashmir 1 fovintj 
than in the Jammu Province, and that no opportunity has ceu 
spared for making improvements in the former Frovnn e. 
though the money realized from the Jammu Province is spent on 
improvements in the Kashmir Province, we are glad that Govern 
ment is doing its utmost best in making improvements in ie 
Kashmir Province. But this is being done at the expense o & 

Jammu Province ; in fact the Jammu Province is being neg oc ec.

Reply. —“ The Hun’ble Mr. Wajahat Hussain (Rome 
Minister); The estimate for the construction of the sai 
bridge comes to about Es. 34,040. Provision win 
be made ior it in the next year’s Budget.” 

There was another question relating to Nallah Nil. R WiXS 
asked therein if Nailah JNii situate in the Mirpur District rises m 
floods which do lot of damage to hie and property and whether 
some provision will be made in the Budget for constructing a bridge 
over it and thus saving the lives of the people. It was stuped in 
reply that provision will be made for it in tlie next year s budget. 
But no provision has so far been made. 

In reply to the question put on 14th October it wae stated 
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that next year provision will be made in the Budget for this pur¬ 
pose. I do not know when will that * next year ' come. While 
the estimates have been prepared ao amount has been provided 
in the Budget. 

The public demands are altogether ignored. Besides the 
people who go by lorries to Poonch via Kotli-Mirpur have to face 
very great hardships. The lorries have to pass through the jungle 
and there is every danger of losing lives because the road is abso¬ 
lutely Kacha and there is no habitation or shelter for the passengers. 
The Government also realizes this difficulty and we expected, that 
in view of this, some provision will have been made in the Budget 
for the construction of this road. But there appears to be no such 
provision in the Budget. The amount of Rs. 34,000 which has 
been shown in the Budget is meant for the construction of other 
bridges. While it is so, no funds have been made available for the 
construction of the bridge that was most urgently needed. 

In the Budget for 1992-93 provision was made for the construc¬ 
tion of a Lady Hospital in Mirpur, but the amount was not spent 

and the whole amount lapsed. I do not know why this has been 
done.

In the present Budget we cannot find any handsome provision 
for works of public utility even if we made a search. I will request 
the Government not to disregard the demands of the public. The 
Government should fulfil he promises that it has made to the 

people and should encourage the public by providing sufficient funds 
for works of public utility. 

Sardar Dhlan Pingh: (Written speech) Sir, I am a newly 
elected member and I am participating in the Budget session for 
the first time. Therefore, I hope I will be excused if I use any 
stronger words than I should. 

It gives me pain to say in open words what I saw when I first 
came to tliis House and what impression it made upon niv mind. 
But if I speak against my conscience it gives me pain and as I am 
an elected member, if I make a secret of it, I have to be answer- 
able to the people. Therefore I may be excused. I will make 
my submission most respectfully and as briefly as possible. 

The replies which we have received to our questions luring 
the past sessions and the present one and the fate that our bills 
and resolutio.ns are meeting is unjust and unreasonable. Resolu¬ 
tions and bills intended for the emelioration of the people are be¬ 
ing evaded on the strength of the Government being in majority. 
It is as if the Government members enter the Hall with the very 
solemn determination that they will not, so far as possible, let any 
matters regarding the uplift of the people succeed. I think, these 
remarks should suffice on this point. 

I wa t to make it clear that the times are different now. The 
public has begun to understand these matters. So long as the 
people were steeped in ignorance and illiteracy and were afraid of 
the Government they could not understand these matters and 
regarded the utterances of officers as if they had been command* 
ments from God. Therefore the people are now losing love and 
respect for the ■ ilicers and in its stead want of confidence is taking 
hold of their minds. When the owner of a house wakes up he does 
not let anybody steal Lis property. The public is now wide awake 
and kne ws that it has also a right to expect some thing in return 
for land-revenue and tax from the Government.

It seems 
that His Highness has no knowledge about it or else he would never 
have allowed any violation of orders of his ancestors. 

Now to the means adopted for augmenting the income of the 
State. Like the a bled Mathura our State is also a strange place. 
Everywhere duty is charged on an article only once but in the 
lammu and Kashmir State we have to pay Customs duty on an 
article at three different places. The vegetables and produce 
from Foonch is exported.the Pooncli adminis¬ 

tration has not been allowed to charge duty on import from Kashmir 
while Kashmir may charge Customs on the produce of Poonck. 
Is there any parallel in the world for such an example as has been 
set bv an advanced Government like ours. 

Will the Hon’ble Finance Minister please state reasons for this 
when during the last session he promised that this irregularity will 
be removed and the old order will be restored. Hon ble the 
Firance Minister was reminded of this the day before also; but no 
action has been token so far. want to ask the lion Me Finance 
Minister why has this noisome practice not been stopped and when 
will this unwelcome blot be removed. 

I want to draw the attention of the Hon’ble Prime Minister to 
the following:— 

From the reign of Pri Maharaja Gulab Singh Ji Bahadur, who 
founded this State, up to about 1980 the pay of the Ministers had 
hardly reached Rs. 1,200. But within ten years it rose from 
Bs.

The 
principles of scientific agriculture should have been explained) 
new implement* should have Lecn designed; agriculture should 
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have been improved considerably to enable the poor zamindar to 
get a solid meal a day and clothes to cover his naked body. It 
should have been the constant endeavour of such highly paid staff 
to make the relations of the ruler and the ruled very cordial. But 
instead agitation and unrest is on the increase in the country. 
How sad it is that the other day a bill was moved in the House 
which provided for the removal of not only His Highness' name 
but also deprived him of his rights. This bill has perturbed the 
feelings of 36 lacs of people of the State and it is a proof of the alle¬ 
giance of the people to His Highness. It is the accepted opinion 
of common people that such a bill should not come again before 
the Praja Sabha because neither the faithful subjects nor the em¬ 
ployees can any longer bear it. Therefore, the hon'ble mover 
should at once withdraw his bill. Here is another illegal act of this 
heavily paid party. In a judgment which was not legal there was 
an objectionable remark which terribly upset the Hindu and Sikh 
subjects of the State. There were meetings, and demonstrations 
and waste of money; and award of punishments; there was loss ; 
unemployment increased and at- last Maharaja Bahadur made an 
Allan , the cases were withdrawn, the prisoners were released and 
the effect of the remark was softened down.

Is it enough that out of lakhs of rupees earned bv the very 
sweat of their brow only one rupee per head be provided for the 
public needs and demands. 

New see, lew much is spent on civil administiaticn. The 
expendi ure on the privy purse, military and civil administration 
alone amounts to two crores of rupees. 

"When Sir Philiph Sidney lay dying in the battlefield and water 
was offered to him he gave that cup of water to a wounded Sepoy 
who extended his hand for water, and himself died of thirst. That 
cup was not of much value but that cup is still full in the memory 
of the late Sir Philiph Sidney. This incident is written in letters 
of gold in the history of the world. 

I wish the high officials of the Jammu and Kashmir Govern¬ 
ment were to give a loaf of bread from their rich and dainty dinner 
tables to the hungry, thirsty and hcmcless people. What I mean 
is that the officers would have made some reduction in their bloat¬ 
ed salaries and sacrificed some bit for the poor zamindars—thereby 
setting an example at least for once.

The figures in the present Budget are extremely disappoint¬ 
ing.

6 
per Kharwar. band-revenue was assessed at the time when the 
paddy prices were higher but from that time onwards until a year 
ago rates of paddy had been fixed by the Government at Es. 3- 2- ( 
per Kharwar. W lien the rates fell it was the duty of the Govern¬ 
ment to pay attention to this matter, for if the price of the pro¬ 
duce goes down by 50 per cent, then the land-revenue should ako 
be lowered to the same extent. L'his is a demand which is per¬ 
fectly legitimate. 

Rai Bahadur Mb.-Tagat Prashad: The assessment of the 
land-revenue was made on this assumption that the price of Sliali 

was only Es. 1-10-0 per Kharwar. 

Mb. Jia Lal Kilam: The other matter to which Mr. Kak 
drew the attention of the 1 .ouse was that the administration of our 
State is top-heavy.

When formerly one Accountant 
General controlled this department then what need there was for 
this entire Secretariat ? And is it not imperative that for giving 
effective relief to the tax-payer this unnecessary burden should 
be lifted off his head. Next, I t urn to the post of Judicial Secre¬ 
tary. The expenditure on this pest is Rs. 5.340. Your worthy 
predecessor, Sir, worked both as Hon’ble Ghief Justice and Judi¬ 
cial Minister. He had one Registrar, High Court, under him who 
was paid a nominal allowance in return for which he worked also 
as Judicial Secretary. But later, on the separation of the Judicial 
Secretariat the unnecessary burden of the post of Judicial Secretary 
was thrown on our shoulders although your honour is working both 
as President, Praja Sabha, and as Judicial Minister. It can be 
very conveniently arranged that one Secretary should worji both 
the departments. That is to say either the Praja Sabha Secretary 
or the Judicial Secretary can take up the work of both these^ppstp 
particularly when there is an Assistant Secretary, Praja Sabha.

Only recently the post of special Law Officer and 
several other posts were created and for providing money for this 
unnecessary expenditure the pockets of poor people are fumbled 
and the officers themselves become partners in the booty, la 
England in any country if the representatives of the people are not 
satisfied with the budget then the ministry is changed and the re¬ 
presentatives of the House are given the assurance that the budget 
is sound. But the conditions here are very different. The people 
are entitled to make a demand that in the event the budget is un¬ 
satisfactory the ministry will be ousted. Under these circumstances 
the best way to satisfy the people in running the Government is 
to take the people into confidence so that they may be convinced 
that theii Government has our welfare at heart and whatever it 
does, it does for theii uplift and the betterment. The result of this 
is that both the ruler and the ruled are happy. , ... « 

On behalf of the Government it has been stated with regard 
to forests that its income when compared with that of 1927 is mufch 
higher; although the expenditure has also gone up little bit. This 
is absolutely wrong.

It Wat Lais, 
Bhagats and Haksars can become State-subjects, Colonel Hak^ar, 
Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru, Iqbal and Kichlus can also become ^tate* 
subjects,but rather they deserve a preference. Nobody cares if the 
cottage industries get a set-back by advancing loans to the capi¬ 
talists. 

By raising the receipts from Customs to CO lacs arid Land-reve¬ 
nue to 59 lacs the labourers and the poor zamindars are being 
plundered. 

The proper thing for the public good would have been to 
draw foreign capital into the State rather than supplying money 
from the State to outside capitalists. 

The works of public utility need very great attention in the 
constituency from which I come. Between Aliabad and Uri there 
is no. road. AVhen His Highness visited Uri the people made sub¬ 
missions for supply of water. His Highness commanded that 
arrangements for water-supply may be made and a scheme was 
designed with this object in view, but to no result.

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Scbebar Khan Mohammed Khan: Sir, the entire income of the 
Illaqa is disbursed on the pavs of the officials. Five primary schools 
were brought under reduction. The scholarships of Rs 5 each 
which was awarded to two orphan students on account of their 
fathers’ 32 years service, have been stopped. The sum of Rs. 1,500 
had been granted ns scholarships for the students whose fathers 
died or became unfit for service in the Great War. But it was pro¬ 
vided therein that those students who read in the middle schools, 
high schools would lie granted the scholarships and the amount of 
scholarships could be increased if need be. As there were no middle 
schools and high schools in villages and the poor village stu¬ 
dents, on account of their being poor, could not receive higher edu¬ 
cation, therefore the sum was shown in the sanctioned budget and 
it was expended on other works. Now, as middle schools and hig 
schools Lave been opened in villages and the deserving students 
are available the reduction of Rs. 500 has been made in the grant 
of scholarships. A village hospital has been brought under reduc¬ 
tion and a sum of Rs. 2,000 which was allotted for the construction 
of village schools has also been stopped. The zamindars carry a 
lump of salt on their shoulders for their cattle from British terri¬ 
tory, they were charged eight annas per maund as customs duty 
on concession rates but now the customs duty on one maund of 
salt is increased up to Re. 1 and annas 8. By these reductions 
the Pooneh budget is being made good. No provision has been 
made in the budget for the rural uplift, improvement in agricul¬ 
ture, extension in the means of irrigation, opening of village hospi¬ 
tals, industries or encouraging the primary education. Means of 
communication and transport are very bad. If twenty seers of 
grain are purchased for a rupee in the British territory, it comes 
to about two seers o* a rupee here. At a hundred miles distance 
there is no bridge at Lachman Pattan over the Jehlum river. 
The liver is crossed by boats and when it is inundated this trans¬ 
portation by boats stops for months together. In these tune* 
grains do not sell at the rate of 4 seers per rupee. There arc big 
Nallahs in the interior of Pooneh Illaqa which carry away hue 
dreds of persons every year. But no bridge has been constructc 
over these Nallahs so far. 

A- ?*'_ .!ids education, there are only one hundred primary 
schools divided in five hundred villages where one village spreads 
cii several miles in area.

There is neither 
the sufficient staff nor the building of the school. These arc only 
lii.c die schools by name. Besides, there is a high school in the 
vu.age which has not been completed since the last ton ox twolvj 
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years. Neither the staff is sufficient nor the building of the school 
has been constructed. The subjects of Science and Drawing are 
also not taught in the school. The annual expenditure o the school 
is Pis. 700 while the expenditure incurred on a high school in a town 
is almost the sum of Rs. 2,000 per annum. 

As regards hospitals, there is only one hospital in the city pro¬ 
per, and three hospitals are in Tehsil Head-quarters. But no hospi¬ 
tal exists in villages. Those which are in Tehsil Head-quarters, 
are not granted sufficient medicines. One Lady Hospital is in the 
towui but there is no such hospital in the Mofassils. There is one 
veterinary hospital in the city but in the villages even medicine 
of a penny is not spent on the treatment of diseased animals. I 
order to feed themselves, many departments have been estab- 
Jished separately. If these departments are amalgamated with 
other departments the werk will not suffer.

My resolution in the last session was that I’utri 
Pathshalas in Poonch should be given grant-in-aid by the Govern¬ 
ment. Wazir Sahib gave assurance in the matter and moved me 
to withdraw my resolution in the House. But the thing which 
has been fulfilled is that ten rupees are awarded to one school and 
the other remains without any aid. Previusiy these schools were 
granted Rs. 50 as aid but aid has been stopped now. Inspite of 
our requests our resolutions are not cared for. Wazir Sahib says 
that these Pathshalas are not going on in accordance with the rules 
and it is a fact that big officers work as members and guides of the 
Pathshala. I submit that these Pathshalas are worthy to be sanc¬ 
tioned Rs. 2,40as grant-in-aid, what should we do in this behalf.

I have to say one thing more that the income of Poonch 
is spent recklessly on certain works such as the installation of Tele¬ 
phone Exchange. A sum of Rs. 3G,676 was paid by us whereas 
no need of telephone was felt in Poonch. Rather the Govern¬ 
ment was in need of it. The Illaqa of the State is 40 miles and ours 
is 10 miles only. If telephone had to be installed the expenditure 
would have been incurred in the same proportion. I had submit¬ 
ted a resolution in the last session that telephone should be in¬ 
stalled between Sadhnuti and Bagh the distance of which is ninety 
miles. In reply to which it had been told that expenditure of one 
lac of rupees would be necessary lor it and as the finances did not 
allow, t lie resolution could not be accepted. I had asked that no 
expenditre would incur on the wooden poles which would be got in 
the Illaqa and only ten or twelve thousand of rupees were to be 
spent on it. If we are grieved by any fact it is this that the pub- 
l »o demands are treated ruthlessly but the affairs of the Govern¬ 
ment are done at once. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Lai Gopal Mukerji Kt.): 
Has anybody to speak as regards Ihenani Jagir? 

Colonel Abdur Rahman: Sir, I have to submit a few facts re¬ 
garding Chenani Jagir. The income of this Illaqa is nearly fifty 
thousand of rupees, out of which Rs. 14,281 are spent on the Gov¬ 
ernment Administration, Rs. 2,700 on Police, and Rs. 6,627 on 
hospitals etc., etc. The expenditure on Public Works Depart¬ 
ment is less here. Forced labour is taken without remuneration. 
The pays of Chaprasis are two to four rupees per mensem. Besides 
this, ihe salaries of peity o.ricials are small. By the study of the 
budget it appears that from the total income of fifty thousand of 
rupees a sum of nineteen thousand is spent by Raja Sahib him- 
sell. No provision has been made for education which means 
that as regards roads, education and public works there will ever 
be a constant trouble arising out of them. Therefore it is neces¬ 
sary that provisions may be made in this behalf also.

Now it is increasing day by 
day. It is worth considering that Poonch Illaqa cannot stand in 
comparison with big States. High school will be extended when 
it will be transferred to RawalaJcot. It is more convenient to 
transfer it to Poonch than to Palandri. i n a period of ten or twelve 
years the amount for hospitals has been increased from twenty- 
one thousand to forty-five thousand rupees. There is a dispen¬ 
sary in every Tehsil and no other State can establish these dispen¬ 
saries in every village. A complaint is made bvSardar Dhian Singh 
and Lala Ram Lai that no provision has been made for the 
construction ot ; bridge over Lachhman Pattan. We have allot- 
ted a sum for the purpose in the budget, and in the item of expendi¬ 
ture after giving Shown ’ and ‘ Drawn ” the item of “Deposit” 
18 i separately. I he money which has been kept in deposit 
will be spent when need be. In the revised budget, provision 
has been made for expenditure and special provision has been 
granted for this purpose. As regards the construction of roads, 
I will submit that special attention will be paid to the works which 
have direct concern with the works for public uplift. We have 
been making great progress in these "works for the last two and a 
half years. A road ex bending forty-ifive miles has also been con¬ 
structed.

In this 
year s budget, we have set apart the loans of the Dharmarth 
Department from the item of Investment”. Great stress has 
been laid today on comparing this State with the other States and 
in this respect a comparison lias been made with Travancore State 
and few other States. Only two or three illustrations have been 
adduced before the House. I admit that great expenditure is being 
incurred on certain items here but if comparison is to be made, 
it will appear that there are two such States where greater expendi¬ 
ture is incurred on certain items while there are more than fifty 
other States which cannot stand in comparison with our State. 

(’omparisons are always odious. Take the case of education for 
an instance.

Mr. A. N. Purbi: Sir, my friend has moved his resolution. 

I believe he has some misunderstanding about it which 1 wan o 
remove. In the course of his speech he stated that octroi d y 
is not charged in Bombay; but there is a different tax e . 
has not appreciated the reasons for this duty. Octroi ^ , 
not realized when there is customs duty. Take the insi nee _ 
Tawi, The income from this customs post is fifteen acs, _ 
the residents of Jammu would not pay even a lac of this 1 oc 
was charged. In order to remove this anamoly and no o p 
too much burden on the people the practice is to remit oC 
duty when customs duty is realised. The Jammu customs p 
yields an income of about fifteen lacs. Out of this goo s wor 
seventy to eighty thousand are consumed in Jammu an 
remaining go to towns and mufassils. If octroi duty lS *. 
charged on these goods people will not be able to bear 1 
double duty, and trade will be hit hard. Those who nave 
experience of administration keep all these things in view. 

Octroi duty is never levied in Bombay. Goods worth cr ° re 
are imported there. If octroi duty is levied there it will mea 
that all goods that are imported into India will be subject o 
this duty. The Government is losing lacs of rupees in this way 
because it is a matter of principle. , 

If the Government has kindly given some money you shoU 
be grateful for it. If permission is given to realize octroi on goods 
on which customs duty has already been realized there can be no 
very great saving. Take for instance salt. Octroi can be charged 
at the rate of a pice, two pice or at the most an anna per maund 
ot salt. The municipal ity will not get even as much then as it is 
reeivmg now from the Government at the rate of 1$ per cent* 
i think it is only the generosity of the Government. An income 

ot four to five thousand accrues even where Dharat is charged 
] ore is not realized anywhere. If the municipalities think- 
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that their income is small as against their expenditure it will 

be better for them to follow some democratic practice and to 

create new means of income. It is not proper that in order to 

meet their financial requirements they should go on taking money 

out of your or my pocket or from the Government. I would 

therefore say that if the Government treats the municipal 

committee in paternal way we should be grateful for it. 

Major Atta Mohammed Khan: Do you mean to say that 

customs duty should be enhanced in the State ? 

Mr, Purbi: It has been emphasised that tariffs are higher 

in this State than anywhere else . I should like to know which 

other State by virtue of a treaty gets a refund on bonded goods. 

You may undoubtedly have seen some States, but you have not 

studied the conditions that obtain there. You ought to know 

that conditions in our State and other States are largely 

different. If, as you suggest, customs duty is reduced, prices will 

no doubt fall and people also get some convenience.

He has asked 
that 14 per cent, of the customs duty which is being given to the 
municipal committees should now be increased to 3 per cent.

My esteemed friend Mr. I'urbi was in charge of the Customs 
Department for a considerable time. He must be aware that in 
Sialkot a Mandi has been constructed near the Customs House. 




What did the people mean by constructing this Mandi ? All the 
goods that come to Sialkot are collected first in this Mandi and 
then sent to the villages etc. The goods meant for the city are 
sent to the city and people have to suffer neither more inconveni¬ 
ence nor pay additional taxes. 

I would submit that some part of the customs duty which 
is realised on goods which remain in the city should go to the 
municipal committee.

2nd Resolution. 

Mian Ahmed Yar : Sir my resolution is as follows 
“This Praja Sabha recommends to the Council that a cu 
of Rs. 2 be made from the Customs grant in the Budget,—^ 

To enable the House to discuss the tariff policy of tne 
Government”. . , 

This cut motion has been moved so as to provide t e 
members an opportunity of discussing the policy of the Customs 
Department. While presenting this motion I would like to say 
that the Customs Department comes first of all the groups m 1 ^ 
detailed budget. Undoubtedly from the Government's and 
country’s standpoint this Department has a special importance. 
In 1972 the income of the Customs Department was only twelve 
lacs of rupees. Now i, e. since 1972 onwards income from 
customs duty his come to about sixty lacs. I believe the treaty 
which Maharaja Gulab Singh made with the British is still in 
force. There has been no amendment to it. It seems to me 
that there was no reason for the Government to increase custom^ 
duty to such an extent There was no war for which the govern¬ 
ment stood in neei of funds which could be procured only by an 
increase in customs duty. If customs duty >s enhanced or new 
taxes are levied in countries like America, France, and Great 
Britain, it is done only with the object of solving the problems 
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of unemployment etc. or 'o meet the expenses of war. People 
themselves, keeping in view the difficulties of the Government, 
justify these actions. But here this is not the case. The policy 
that the Government has followed in increasing its customs 
revenues from twelve to sixty acs is looked upon with disapproval. 
In which other Indian States are such heavy customs duties 
levied as here ? In Travancore which is undoubtedly a very 
advanced State the schedule of rates is very low. Customs 
duties are enhanced here only to increase the salaries of 
officers. 

Sir, it has been said that since the income of this Depart¬ 
ment has increased the pays of officers have also been increased, 
and that increase in salaries lessens bribery. I would submit Sir, 
that in this State at least the necessaries of life are not exempted 
at the time of the enhancing of duties or fixing of tariff. In 
Hyderabad 75 per cent, goods are exempt Duty is realized only 
on 25 per cent, goods and that too does not exceed 5 per cent. 
Our State pays no attention to this. 

I would submit an instance in point. Business in Namdas 
provides some work for Kashmir. The Namdas come from 
3 u ^ P eo Pl e h ere g et g°°ds for their business.

subject to such a heavy duty that it is difficult to compete with 
outside varieties. So ar as tanning is concerned, I would say 
that the duty is too heavy. Of course there is one factory in the 
State, but it has been handed over to others There is a duty 
on wool too. There is no doubt that wool should be subject to 
duty, but an ‘ at-randum” policy is being followed in this con¬ 
nection. Mr. Amin, the whip of my party, has placed before 
the House the tariffs of Hyderabad, Travnncore, and Baroda. 
He has proved that the tariff policy is very defective. The duty 
has been increased r'rom twelve to sixty lacs merely to provide 
for unnecessary expenditure. While increasing it the Government 
has not thought of also increasing the means of income of the 
people^ 

In this connection I would like to submit that Govern¬ 
ment has n. w adopted the policy of filing cases against 
people who talk against officers. But thank God that in 

this House at least we have the right of free criticism. 

The fact is that people really do smuggle in collaboration 
with local officers The booty was shared half and half 

between the officer and the smuggler. The Government has 
stated that increase in the salaries lessens bribery. I would 
submit that that is not the case. If the Government instead 
of filing cases against those who criticise the officers, were 
like the ’unjab Government to take action under State 

Service Conduct Rules, it would certainly tend to gain. The 

public would also feel satisfied. But a different policy is adopted

It is affirmed on one hand that the tariff is high and on the 
other hand that there are no protective duties. The increase of 
customs duty is the only method of protecting industries all over the 
world. I have said all that I understand or-feel. 

One gentleman has referred to the export duty. 

There are older and more experienced men than myself here. 
They must be aware that once a rumour was started that fruits 
would be taxed. People at once began to hew down their ruit trees. 

A voice: That was oppression. 

Therefore the Government levied an export duty on fruit 
because fruit trees were not liable to assessment. 

The tax on leather has also been objected to. The House 
ought to know this tax is also of a protectionist nature so that 
leather may be tanned here and leather goods manufactured locally. 
There is a confused criticism in the House and so I fail to under¬ 
stand the object of it.

Sheikh Abdul Hamid: Sardar Sahib you can use the old 
Indian medicines. 
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Sardak Dhian Singh: The necessaries of the zamindar’s life 
have also been subjected to an increased rate of duties. As an 
instance I will mention the case of the former Customs officer in 
Poonch Keeping in view the local conditions he has fixed the 
duty for Khaddar and Susi cloth at Rs. 1/2/- per cent.

It is the refund of duty granted by the British 
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Government on goods imported by people here and which arc of 
the kind which is not usually produced in India. The Increase 
under these goods amounts to about seventeen hundred per cent. 

Then again a question has been raised that this State 
should also follow the policy which the Punjab Government 
is alleged to be following namely that the Government should 
deal with the employees on the basis of reputation There 
may be sbmething which may be said in favour of this but on 
the other hand there is a good deal against this.

in spite of that proud office, should still have the views of a 
retired officer of the Government.

So too the present position is uncomfortable and in fact 
objectionable for this gentleman who has spent all his life in 
making the aims and objects of the tariff policy and the Tariff 
Board a success. His outlook is different; and he wants to run 
everything in a rut He has also stated that other States have 

not got the right of increasing their tariff. 

In 1936 the Hyderabad State in view of the depresse 
financial condition of its people remitted a lac of revenue. There 
was damage to crops and taqqavi loans were advanced. The 
customs duty was also reduced to a large extent. I have not got 
the repor, with me just now. I would otherwise have told you of 
the steps which other States have taken in this direction. There is 
no acord of the (Government of India to prove that a State cai 
levy more than 5 per cent, customs duty, 1 he fact is that 'they 
can increase it to 25 per cent, and they have got the power of 
increasing their duties. It is generally said that an enhanced tariff 
means an increased income. But the income of the people has 
also to be kept in mind. It cannot be ignored. Here the tariff 
has been increased and the income of the people not taken into 
consideration. No proportion has been maintained in increasing 
land-revenue. t rom forty-four it lias now been increased to sixty 
lacs. I he Customs income has been increased from twelve to 
sixty lacs. This can in no way stand comparison with any other 
State. The tariff and other taxes are increased side by side. If 
the Government keeping in view the condition of the people 
increased the taxes to some extent it would be justified. So many 
unnecessary items of expenditure have been included that it seems 
as it the State has to wage war against a great calamity, for which 
large capital is needed. It has also been said that the income of the 
( i 11 ' increased. But I would submit that the people of the 
State are very poor. J e facts about the produce of agriculturists 
can be clear from the “Lai Katab” of the Revenue Department. 
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The land produce has decreased. The people are so poor that they 
have not got the means to buy clothes for covering their bodies. The 
women have only two Chaddars which they make use of by turns. 
The income of the people has really not increased. Mr. I ’urbi 
has stated that in order to avoid payment of customs duties people 
would even make use of sticks, i 'uring his term of Inspectorship 
he had a quarrel with an Englishman near Kohala not with any 
zamindar, No zamindar makes use of sticks in order to avoid 
customs duty. Mr. Kak has gained experience in England too. 
He did not say how Advisory Boards are constituted there; nor 
what the tariff policy is. He has mentioned Pt. Lassa i<aul ; but 
I would hke to say that even now people regret that cruel murder. 
Pt. Lassa Kaul pursued the culprits and went three miles out of the 
State boundary where he was murdered. This is no communal 
question. All praised his bravery and strong sense of dutv. Even 
now people think of him with respect.

The first point in my resolution deals with necessary 
materials for schools. By these 1 mean games an •_ science 
material and stationery. State schools receive grants from tne 
State for this material, but aided schools have got to incur is 
expenditure out of their funds In other parts of India fees am a 
great source of income, not so in the State. In aided senoo s a so 
the income from fees is very small. Large public colie cions 
cannot be made here, and it is upon these collections that suC 
schools-depend. It is generally seen that these private, senoo s 
have not only to pay for these scientific and games materials, u 
customs duty is charged at high rates on them. It is-therefore 
impossible to open science classes in these schools. I wou 
therefore submit that exemption of these articles from customs 
duty would be a great facility. It will not mean much loss- 
There will be a slight fall in the customs income. This canjjp - 
borne easily by the Government. Then there are the ordinary 
necessaries of life. Out of these the greatest inconvenience is 
felt with respect to common salt. A resolution in this connection 
is already before the House ; and I will not discuss it. Thon th* 
question of duty on medicines has been raised. I bis duty 
should be exempted Very little time is left now. Members ask 
me to and I therefore close my speech. I would therefore request 
that the resolution be passed. 

Khawaja Ghulam Mohammed Sadiq : There is almost no 
time let now. I therefore support the motion of my esteemed 
friend without making a speech. 

Mr President (The Hon’ble Sir La! Gopal Mukerji Kt.) : 
Does any other member want to speak? 

Lala Hans Raj : Yes Sir. I also support it 1 would also 
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submit that it is taken as ordained that the voice of the people is 
almost like a drumb beat from God. We after all represent 
thirty-six lacs of people here. The Government should respect 
what we say.

In such 
cases the offender is challaned to the courts. A licence is sus¬ 
pended when the cumulative effect of a large number of Judicial 
convictions shows that the person concerned is not a fit person to 
hold a driving licence.

has raised a point of order. His contention is that this resolution 
No. 3 contravenes Rule 70 clause (2) of the Rules of Business 
The rule says that a resolution shall raise substantially one main 
definite issue. There are three adjectives preceding the word 
‘‘issue”, viz., “one”, “main” and then “definite”. 

I will consider the reply of Mr. )abu later on. I will deal 
with the contention of Mr. Loknath Sharrna for the present. As I 
have said there are three ad ectives to the word ‘issue’. It must >e 
one, it must be main and then again it must be definite. In the 
Resolution in question which runs as follows :— 

“This Praja Sabha recommends to the Council that a cut of 
Rs. 100 be effected in the Customs grant (to enable the House to 
discuss the necessity of exempting school requisites and or \ m 
necessaries of life from duty)”. 

the object is to exempt from customs duty the “school 
requisites” and “ordinary necessaries of life”. These are two 
distinct matters, viz., school requisites and ordinary necessaries ot 
life. The school requisites need not be ordinary necessaries ot life. 
Therefore the resolution raises not one but two main issues. Again 
coming to the word “definite” neither of the two matters “schoo 
requisites’ and “ordinary necessaries of life” are definite. Schoo 
requisites may include many things, for example a black boar , 
scientific apparatus, even a footfall and a hockey stick. Ordinary 
necessaries of life may include medicines, clothes, food grains an 
numerous other things. So it cannot be said iat the expression 
“ordinary necessaries of life" is a definite issue. 

For these reasons unless the argument ot Mr. Kabu which 
am going to notice presently prevails it must be slid that t e 
resolution under discussion contravenes Rule 70 clause (2) of the 
Rules of Business. 

Mr. Kabu has, however, argued that his main resolution is one 

and single, viz, f 

“This Praja Sabha recommends to the Council that a cut o

Strictly speaking Mr. Kabu is correct. But the argument th i 
has to be brought before the House must relate not to the token cu 
of Rs. 100 but to the matters which are to be put into practice, 
viz., discussion relating to exemption of school requisites an* 
ordinary necessariess of life from customs duty.

But 
when it is a question of protecting our own industries it is our duty 
to safeguard our own interests first and then to think of the 
interests of others. It should not be that our people starve and 
others gain. It is an important duty for us to promote th'- 
interests of our industry first.

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Sardar Dhyan Singh : Sir, ! would invite the attention 
of my friend to the fact that the general burden of the British 
customs has to be borne by the Government Duty has moreover 
to be paid at other places too. At some places it is 2 per cent, at 
other 4 per cent, and at some others 6 per cent. The burden of 
this too rests on the Government. He has rightly said that this 
concession is allowed to no other State. Only the Jammu and 
Kashmir State enjoys it. Our State has been just in levying small 
customs duties. I would invite the attention of my friend to the 
treaty that was entered into by the State with the British Govern¬ 
ment in 1870. According to its terms customs duty realised at 
the posts on goods imported into the State 1 rom foreign countries 
is refunded to the State. No duty is charged in Jammu and 
Kashmir. But my friend has not stated that goods on which a 
duty of 25 per cent, has been paid at Karachi, if imported into the 
Punjab, is subject to a duty of 70 per cent. This means that a 
double duty has to be paid at the port of import and for the place 
where the goods are sent. You can yourselves say if this is justice. 
If goods from our part of the country are impoted into the 
Punjab or the rest of India, a tax exceeding the cost of goods 
has to be paid. This hardship is also unjust. Customs Duty 
rates have naturally gone on increasing. What were the Customs 
duty rates previously and what are the rates now ? About 
Poonch I would say that previously two annas were charged 
per tree. Now it is from between thirty five to thirty seven 
rupees. Burdens of various nature have now been thrown on 
the State. Necessaries of life consequently been rendered deal. 
Customs Duty has been increased with increase in population ; 
and along with increase in dutv big salaries have also been kept 
in view, l! increases had not been effected in the salaries of 
officers the Inspector General Customs pay would not have 
risen at once to rupees fifteen hundred. I can confidently say 
that if salaries had not been increased to such an extent duties 
would also not have increased. 1 fail to understand why the 
Inspector General Customs has been given such a big salary* 
I support this resolution. 

Bala Shiv Nath Nanda: Sir, one of the points mentioned 
In Mr. Kak sn his speech was already mentioned in die first 
session of the Praja Sabha.

My esteemed friend may be aware or may have read in 

papers tot ,atta parch « was in vogue once 'n B° m bay.

Neither gold nor silver "was invo v 
They levied a protection duty on ga'l* par ha to save poor woman 
from the harm which gatta parcha might othei wise do. T e 
duty was increased then rom 5 per cent, to 7 per cent. That 
explains the attitude of our Government towards protection. 

I would submit that my friend Mr. Kak has said a good deal 
about industries. I should also like to' say something. The 
industries Department was established in the State in the year 1980. 
The Government very generally spent money on this department 
so that it could benefit the people when it had a start. Sir you are 
aware that twenty one thousand youngmen are uow wondering 
unemployed in the state. Ninety seven thousan 1 rupees are spent 
on this Department. This expenditure does not benef it the people. 
The details of expenditure areas follows. Pay ot gezetted officers 
amounts to forty-eight thousand four hundred and forty and 
establishment charges about fitty thousand. Sir it is elear that 
from 1980, the year of its inception to 1985 the oniy purpose that 
this Department served was the creation of the posts of gazetted 
officers. Many people got into service. Nothing at all was done 
to promote or extend industries. If I say more on this point it 
would be off the point. I may say that we have got only 
1 1 1 ft'ind rupees with us for our industries. The rest is 

spent in paying salaries. In a long speech the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister said that it is the kindness of the Government that it 
spends so much and that we should be grateful to it. There 
no doubt that the Government deserves our gratitude tor that sum 
which it has reserved for industries in the public interst. But 
this too, is not deserving of gratitude. 1 would invite the attention 
of thi Government to a few points, in particular. Sir you arc 
i i ~ aware that rupees thirty thousand have been reserved tor 
investigation of commercial possibilitos and one thousand tor 
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taking part in the exhibition. Those persons who desire to join 
an exhibition in the rest of India can submit their proposals and he 
will receive aid from the Government. Rupees five hundred have 
next been reserved for cottage industries, and for the working of 
mines, t his means that a sum of six thousand rupees only has been 
reserved for works which would directly benefit poor people. Sir, 
it is a matter of surprise that only one thousand rupees should have 
been budgetted for mining. What can be achieved with this small 
sum. Kashmir is famous for its mines the world over. The State 
spends practically nothing on the working of mines. 

My esteemed friend has stated that mines far exceeding the 
treasure of Croesus lie underground in the State. These mines beat 
in wealth the coffers of Croesus. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: Sir, the treasure of Croesus 
were of no avail. They did not serve the purpose of any one and 
remained buried under ground. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : As long as you do not unearth 
your treasure it is of no use. I would submit that there are 
different kinds of mines in the State. Iron mines are to be lound 
in the State. There is also another liquid ;rom which aluminium 
can be prepared. Gypsum is to be found in the Kashmir 
Valley and from this can be prepared Plaster of Paris. 

Lala Hans Raj : Can you count these? 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda: There are many mines in this 
State but they all lie unworked. The Government has paid no 
attention to them only three or four days back I learnt from the 
Director of Iuiustries that lead is to be found in Kashmir. This 
has been sent out to Calcutta or the Punjab for experimental 
purposes and to see what use can be made of it. Our condition 
here is such that we cannot even examine its properties here. 

Sardar Mal Singh : Who has told you that such minerals 
are to be found here. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : This news has appeared in the 
Press. This is also to be foun 1 in Government reports you should 
not think that I have made enquiries from some Department. 

Mr. President. (The Hon’ble Sir Lai Gopa! Mukerji Kt.) : 
Your time is over. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : All right sir, with these words 1 
support the resolution. 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid: Sir, the object of the reslution under 
discussion is the economic and industrial betterment of the people 
of the State. the Hon’ble members have already expressed their 
ideas aoout the resolution. 1 would also like to do the same. 

Apparently this resolution seems very useful. There is no 
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doubt that the Government has made many promises in this 
connection. So far as possible the Government will try to bring 
about our industrial and economic betterment It will render every 
possible help. The first thing that is to be seen is the work, if 
any, that has so far been done by the Government. , We have to 
see how far the Government has fufilled its promises ? 

1 would submit that the Government after keeping in view 
all the necessary budgetted expenditure has rendered ill possible 
aid. A factory for the manufacture of woollens has been opened 
here. Thousands have so far been advanced as aid in this 
connection. 

Mihza M. A. Beg: What is the name of this factory ? 

A Voice : Karan Singh W oollen Mills 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid: You don’t know this even though 
you live in brinagar. 

Pandit Amar Nath I\ak : He lives in Anantnag. 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid*. Recently the Government has 
announced that sheep have been imported from outside in order 
to promote this industry. A large area has now been reserved for 
this purpose. This makes it clear that the Government is not 
sleeping over this issue. It is using all its efforts in this direction. 
If this venture is a success, the larger part of this State which is 
cold will not stand in need of importing warm cloth. This was 
a very important matter and the Government has given its 
attention to it. Sheep have been imported from outside. They 
will be used ior breeding purposes here. A large sum has been 
reserved for this purpose. It is proposed that wool should be 
produced, cleaned, spun and manufactured into cloth local! \\ 
this will eliminate the necessity of importing wool. 

1 would submit that our present Director of Industries has 
recently taken over. He has got many schemes in view and it is 
necessary that he should be allowed time to completely acquaint 
himself with the conditions that obtain here. He should know 
which large scale industries can be set up here. 

Moreover a Board of Industries has also been set up. Four 
members of the Traja Sabha are members of that Board tco. 
1 hese members are asked to give their opinion. It is their duty as 
representatives of the people to put up schemes before the Board.

Rai Bahadur Lala Jagat Pershad: Sir, it would be 
difficult to reply to all the points that have been touched in the 
course of the various speeches that were made in this House. 
Customs policy was discussed and high salaries and many other 
matters. 

So tar as the Customs Department is concerned, it has been 
suggested in the House that while Customs duty should be 
reduced, on the one hand, on the other, industries should be 
protected. I would submit that if industries need protection, 
customs duties need enhancement. But here reduction in customs 
duties is being requested. How can Industries be protected then? 

Rao Bahadur Major General Thakur Janaksinghji: An 
elephant has two tusks, 

Rai Bahadur Lala Jagat Pershad : If you desire the 
protection of industries, it is necessary to continue the customs 
duty. If you do not desire the protection of industries, Customs 
duty can be abolished. Both these ends cannot be achieved 
simultaneously. [ cannot understand what the mover of the 
resolution wants. Does he want protection or reduction in 
Customs duty. 

(Voices, Both). 

The Government has appointed an Advisory Board to suggest 
increase or decrease in various tarrif rates. All these points are 
already under the consideration of that Board. I cannot under¬ 
stand what purpose this discussion will serve. 

PanDit Jia Lal Kilam : We too know that no purpose will 

be served. (Laughter).

One member has stated that double duty is charged on 
bonded goods, YVe get a refund on bonded goods from the 
Government of India. This comes to lacs of rupees. Customs 
duty is charged in the State on goods which are ordered by 
the local traders either from Amritsar or from Lahore. If 
these goods be exempted from customs duty in order to remove 
y°.^ r complaint, the result will be that the local businessmen 
wil order foreign goods too from Lahore or Amritsar. Nobody 
will order goods under bond.
